The military resistance to the definite 
occupation practically ceased since the bom- 
bardment of Wednesday.

His soldiers are 
now on half rations. There are supplies 
only for the remainder of June. The com- 
Mmandant has already seized all the private 
drug supplies in order that they might be 
converted to the use of the soldiers. 


Vigilance of the Insurgents. 


_The close cordon maintained by the Cu- 
bans about Guantanamo is illustrated by 
the fact that oilficial Spanish communica-

MILWAUKEE’S GHOST MYSTERY. 


City Authorities Say That They Have 
No Power to Act in the 
Matter. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 18.—[Special.]— 
What shall we do with the Grand avenue 
ghost? is the perplexing question the city 
authorities are trying in vain to solve. They 
have the ghost on their hands and do not 
know what to do with it. 

Commissioner of Public Works Paul 
Muenzburg still has the letter of T. H. 
White calling the attention of that body to 
the haunted house at Grand avenue and 
Twenty-second street, which the residents 
of that neighborhood want removed with all 
its retinue*of ghosts. Mr. Muenzburg says 
his board has no authority to act, and the 
Health department cannot find sufficient 
grounds to condemn the place as a menace 
to the public health. 

The haunted house is the property of a 
Miss Jarvis, who, with her sister, lived 
there for years. About ten years ago they 
moved to an Eastern city, and since that 
time the house has beenidle. Uncared for, 
the property soon became the stamping 
ground for the small boys of the neighbor- 
hood, and finally the tramps discovered it 
and made a lodging-house of it. These ten- 
ants did not conserve the property in the 
best way, ahd as a consequence all of the 
windows are broken, and they have been 
boarded up by the tramps to keep the wind 
out. 

The house ts located in the center of one of 
the most fashionable residence districts in 
the city. The Grand Avenue Congregation- 
al Church, Captain Pabst’s, the Schandein, 
Johnston, Lonstorf, and other residences 
are within a stone's throw of the place. 
When the house was first deserted, and 
while it still could boast of windows, the 
small boys played through it at night and 
frightened those who passed that way by 
fixing up all sorts of apparitions in the win- 
dows. In this way it received the name 
of the haunted house. It is built on the 
eastern end of the first Catholic cemetery 
of the city, and when the cemetery was 
abandoned many of the bodies were left 
there. This fact was hoised about and gave 
a@ sacredness to the manifestations of the 
boys.

POINTS OF INTEREST VISITED 


Honolulu, June 10, via Victoria, B. C., 
18.—The United States transports pin 
Peking, City of Sydney, and Australia ar- 
rived here together on the first instant. The 
voyage was pleasant and the vessels trav- 
eled abreast most of the way, although it 
was necessary for the Peking and Australia 
to slow up and wait for the City of Sydncy. 

Eight mild cases of measles broke out on 
the Australia. The sick men were separated 
from the other passengers on the ship by 
being quartered on the hurricane deck and 
surgeons had the cases well in hand when 
the vessels arrived. 

As soon as the three vessels were sighted 
all Honolulu turned out to welcome the sol- 


diers. The docks were lined with people and > 


as the vessels entered the harbor the specta- 
tors yelled themselves hoarse, Such a scene 
of enthusiasm had) never been witnessed in 
Honolulu as ery the vessels docked. It 


was late, so the order was given to allow no 


one ashore, but the next morning about one- 
half of the troops were allowed to land. 
During the day they were given the freedom 
of the city. A committee of citizens fur- 
nished free cars and other conveyances. The 
majority visited Walkiki and other points of 
interest and had a pleasant time generally. 

At noon President Dole and his Cabinet 
received the officers of the expedition. Dur- 
ing the reception the stairs and grounds of 
the executive building were thronged with 
people. The nine Battalion of the Cali- 
fornia Regiment arrived a few moments be- 
fore the reception began. 

During Friday, June 3, the soldiers were 
entertained on the grounds of the executive 
building. President Dole welcomed them. 
The visiting troops were introduced to the 
President by members of the National 
Guard and citizens generally. The utmost 
freedom prevailed, the affair being informal. 
To each the Chief Executive gave a word of 
welcome to Honolulu. An outdoor luncheon 
was served by the women of this city. 

The United States transports left for 
Manila on the fourth. The Charleston be- 
gan to draw anchor about 7 o'clock. It 
steamed outside and waited for the fleet, 
consisting of the Peking, Australia, and City 
of Sydney, which got away about 10 o0’clock, 
with the Charleston in the rear. While the 
vessels were in port they took in the neigh- 
borhood of 1,600 tons of coal. 

Of the 2,500 men among the various vestels 
but two desertions were recorded. They were 
from an Oregon regiment. Two men were 
left behind. One! was discharged for dis- 
ability and the other is in a local hospital.

TWO SETS OF DELEGATES. 


One of the Fiercest Contests 
Ever Known. 


M’KISSON’S STRONG PLAY. 


Cleveland, O., June 18.—[Special.]—The Re- 
publican county convention in Army and 
Navy Hall, tn which the political machine 
of Mayor McKisson was pitted against that 
of Senator Hanna, broke up in a riot today. 

Mr. Hanna’s friends tried to force C. W. 
Collister as chairman; the McKissonites 
named Fred L. Taft. Both parties took pos- 
session of the stage. There was pande- 
monium. 

The police, with drawn clubs, invaded the 
platform. Heads were battered and the 
Hannaites were thrown off the stage. A 
police reserve of twehty was called out to 
preserve order. 

Then the Hanna delegates marched out 
of the convention to an adjoining hall and 
organized. Both -conventions named State 
delegates and committees of their own. It 
was the fiercést Republican fight ever known 
in this county. The county ticket was nomi- 


nated at primaries Thursday evening. The 


contest in today’s convention centered in the 
selection of the delegates to the State con- 
vention and in the appointment of the Cam- 
paign committee of fifteen. 

A careful canvass of the convention before 
the bolt showed that Mayor McKisson had 
250 votes out of the 445 in the convention, 
and had not the Hanna delegates bolted he 
would have controlled the convention. The 
bolt results in the selection of two Cam- 
paign committees, the legality of which the 
courts must determine, and also in two sets 
of delegates to the State convention, which 
body must makea decision between them.

WAR BOND SALE IS BRISK. 


Subtreasury in This City Disposes of 
$682,000 Worth to 1,400 Sub- 
scribers. 


Yesterday was one of the busiest days the 
Subtreasury*has experienced since the sale 
of war bonds opened. The day’s subscrip- 
tions reached $682,000, representing 1,400 
purchases of bonds. 

Fully half an hour before the Subtreasury 
opened in the morning the hall was filled 
with people anxious to lend money to Uncle 
Sam, and there was a lively scramble for 
subscription blanks when the doors were 
finally opened. None of the subscriptions 
were for amounts over $500, and according 
to the officials at the Subtreasury the names 


of prominent men or firms do not appear in 
any great number among the subscribers of 


the day. Most of those who applied ap- 
parently were clerks and smal] merchants, 
There were also letter-carriers, gripmen, 
women, and, in fact, all manner of people. 

The clerks of the Subtreasury have been 
working overtime since Wednesday to keep 
up with the business of the office. It is ex- 
pected that several assistants will arrive 
from Washington early next week. 

Up to Friday nearly $1,900,000 had been 
subscribed at the local Subtreasury toward 
the 3 per cent war ioan. The amounts in 
round figures are: Wednesday, $17,000; 
Thursday, $650,000; Friday, $1,200,000. Of 
this total about $600,000 has been paid in by 
subscribers. 

Officials at the Subtreasury believe that 
those who have subscribed for large amounts 
will be practically excluded from participa- 
tion in-the loan, owing to the intention of 
the Treasury officials to give preference 
to denominations of $500 and less. 

Postmaster Gordon yesterday received a 
second supply of subscription blanks for the 
war loan, and at once began distributing 
them among the several substations. So 
rapidly were the blanks exhausted that early 
in the afternoon Postmaster Gordon saw the 
prospect ahead for another famine, and im- 
mediately telegraphed Washington for an 
additional shipment of 10,000. 

The receipts at the internal revenue de- 
partment for the day were $16,975, distrib- 
uted as follows: Beer, $14,201; tobacco, 
$1,726; spirits, $608; oleomargarine, $310; 
special taxes, $115; playing cards, $15.

DIES AS HE PLAYS 


Gi. T. Williamson Expires at 
Kenwood Country Club. 


CONTESTS END AT ONCE. 


Victim Engaged in a Game of 
Tennis When Stricken. 


FLAG DEDICATION PUT OFF. 


Death stopped the festivities at the Ken- 
wood Country club yesterday afternoon, 
and the program scheduled for the day and 
evening was postponedindefinitely. The en- 
tertainment offered had brought together a 
representative gathering of Kenwood’s so- 
ciety people, to witness the exhibition game 
of tennis between Mr. Sam Neel and Mr. W. 
L. Myers vs. Mr. W. 8S. Bond and Mr. Kreigh 
Collins. It was during this game, at about 
3:30 o’clock, that Mr. George T. Williamson, 
a member of the club, who was playing a 
practice game of tennis, suddenly sank to 
the ground in an unconscious condition and 
died shortly afterward. Intense excitement 
followed. The exhibition game was imme- 
diately discontinued, and an announcement 
posted that the program for the day, which 
included the dedication of the new flag and 
flagstaff of the club with an address by the 
Rev. Dr. John Henry Barrows, would be 
postponed, as well as the dance planned for 
the evening. 

Dr. Frothingham and another physician 
who were on the grounds at the time ren- 
dered every assistance possible, but Mr. 
Williamson only rallied sufficiently to speak 
a few rational words, and had passed away 
before his wife and daughter could reach 
his side. They were not at the clubhouse 
at the time but were at the family resi- 
dence, 5008 Greenwood boulevard, about 
three blocks distant from the clubhouse. 

The doctors believe that overexercise and 
the heat, combined with a predisposition to 
heart trouble, caused Mr. Williamsons 
death. It seems he has had several faint- 
ing spells recently but had not told his fam- 
tly for fear of causing anxiety, and, although 
he has not been in robust health for some 
time, he has appeared to be as well as usual.

The more progress that is made in closing - 


the Leiter deal, the more unfortunate and 
reckless the entire campaign seems.to have 
been. The one thing which Mr. Leitez’s 
friends haye tied to’was the foreign demand. 
The depletion of stocks in Europe has been 
enlarged upon, and a famine picture has 
been drawn of the situation abroad. When 
it is known that the Liverpool market was 
bolstered up by Mr. Leiter by purchases of 
wheat for July delivery the situation pre- 
e6ents an entirely different aspect. Since 
the collapse of the deal it has been intimated 
that much of the cash wheat was sold 
abroad with embarrassing conditions and 
restrictions. 
Armour & Co. have no part in the hand- 
ling of the foreign wheat. The continental 
business is in charge of Enghster and the 
British business is in charge of Geddes. 
During the Week shipments aggregating 
perhaps 1,000,000° bushels have been made 
from New York to France in order to reach 
that market before the expiration of the 
period of reduced duties. It is semiofficially 
announced that the elder Leiter is making 
a distinction between the foreign business 
in cash grain and in futures. He will stand 
responsible for the losses on cash grain, 
but is not so sure of his position regarding 
the losses on the speculativé business. . 


Closing Out of the Deal. 


The details of the turning of the Leiter 
wheat over to Armour are being worked out, 
and about 7,000,000 bushels have so far been 
transferred. Even with the local markets 
for futures demoralized, a considerable cash 
business has been done, and during last week 
perhaps 750,000 bushels have been sold in 
various positions. 

The speculative market has lacked support 
for the reason that the professional traders 
have been looking for trouble growing out 
of the Leiter deal. At the present time the 
prospects seem for the distribution of the 
major part of the losses on a few rich men, 
The big end of the loss, of course, will be

London, June 18—While military action is 
dragging in the. West Indies European 
moralists are fully occupied in forecasting 
the trend of Spanish diplomacy and the de- 
yelopment of new American policies. A 
most remarkable dispatch has appeared in 
the Times from its regular Vienna corre- 
spondent, who is one of the best informed 


observers on the continent. It foreshadows 


a speedy negotiation of peace, since Spain 
has Gone something to maintain her honor 
and may now be justified in bringing the 
war to a close, while it is still possible to 
save the Philippines after abandoning Cuba 
and Puerto Rico. The Times has a com- 
petent correspondent at Madrid, but he 
does not confirm this forecast of an early 
armistice. 

Berlin dispatches have been contradictory, 
but there is reason to doubt the alleged 
anxiety of Germany to prevent a permanent 
occupation of the Philippines by the United 
Btates. The Emperor may not be an en- 
thusiastic admirer of America, but he is 
not disposed to meddle prematurely in what 
does not directly concern Germany. He 
may propose at a later period an interna- 
tion conference for settling the fate of the 
Philippines, and his fleet may now be in 
Manila for that purpose, but at present the 
German government is bent upon remaining 
strictly neutral. 

Engligh opinion is impressed with the 
facility with which the Americans are float- 
ing their new loan, and bearing the finan-

applauded by the audignce of working peo- |

ple with remarkable h ness. This dem- 
onstration of the good will of the English 
masses toward America was as significant 
as the recent Anglo-American banquet. 
Another straw showing which way the 


wind is blowing is the eagerness of repre- 


sentative Englishmen to obtain seats at the 
approaching Fourth of July dinner. Invi- 
tations ordinarily go begging, but this year 
nearly every influential Englishman invit- 


ed promptly accepts the American society’ 
hospitality, 
West Settlement. 


Credit for the west African settlement is 


allotted here to Mr. Chamberlain, and for 
that reason the convention is regarded as a 


satisfactory and honorable compromise. 
Mr. Chamberlain is popularly regarded as 
the sharpest statesman in public life; con- 
sequently the convention which he virtually 
made is accepted as a sensible arrangement 
for England.

Burne-Jones and His Work. 

Sir Edward Burne-Jones has followed all 
too speedily his friend, William Morris, into 
the undiscovered country of which he always 
seemed to be dreaming in art that was con- 
cerned with other -worlds than the one 
wherein he lived. death relieves the 
Academy from the aoa of having the 
most original English painter outside its 
exclusive circle of fashionable artists. Noth- 
ing has been so discreditable to the Academy 
as the priggish intolerance which kept him 
waiting for a full membership until dignity 
compelled him to withdraw as an associate. 

sSurne-Jones was a tireless worker whose 
industry in oils, water colors, illustrations, 
Btained glass, mosai¢s, tapestries, and fur- 
niture continued to the end. He was modest 
and retiring in private life, but numbered 
among his intimate) friends the greatest 
minds in England. He was last seen in pub- 
lic at Gladstone's funeral in the Abbey and 
his death came from a sudden heart failure.

ACCOUNT FOR FALL IN STOCKS. 


London Statist Says Loan Preparations 


and Collapse of Wheat Corner 
Are the Causes. 


London, June 18.—The Statist, comment- 


ing upon the war loan of the United States 
today says: 

“The preparations for the loan no doubt 
account to some extent for the fall in Amer- 
ican railroad securities this week. The oth- 
er principal cause is the collapse of the wheat 
corner, and if there is much selling of Amer- 
ican railroad securities in Europe, as is be- 
Meved on the Stock Exchange, then it is 
possible gold may soon be taken to New 
York in considerable amount. 

“ American bills are known to be offering. 
Indeed, it is said bills are being drawn 
against credits in anticipation of ordinary 
réquirements. Therefore, it is not at all 
improbable that gold may be taken, and 
if it goes we shall certainly see a consider- 
able recovery in rates in London.” 

Under the heading “ Is the Bank of Spain 
Solvent?” the same paper lengthily dis- 
cusses Spain’s financial position, saying: 

“Upon the bank’s ability to finance the 
government depends the continuation and 
duration of the war. Practically, the Span- 
ish government is now reduced to the ex- 
pedient of using the printing press to meet 
its war outlays, and the longer that printing 


press is in operation, and the more notes are 
issued, the greater will be the depreciation 
jn the value of the paper peseta. If the war 
lasts much longer we may see the paper pe- 
seta, which is now at a discount of 50 per 
cent, depreciate as did the assignat of 


France at the close of the last century. The 
formal suspension of specie payments can- 
not long be delayed. Indeed, the suspension 
has practically occurred.”’ 

An array of figures is presented showing 
the exact position of the bank, with a note 
circulation of 1,318,000,000 pesetas, without 
any coin reserve available for its redemp- 
tion, and further pointing out that such 
note circulation may be increased to 2,500,-

Absolutely there ig 
nothing more to the German naval activity 
in the East and the German press gabble at 
home than this.

It must be apparent to 
every mind that for America to turn up now 
in adjacent waters es a mailed exponent of 
the closed door theory will complicate mat- 
ters with England as well as with others. 
We are told here that an Irresistible wave of 
imperialistic fervor is sweeping over the 
United States, which will submerge all 
Spain's island empire in the East and West. 
The English would like to see this done, and 
there will be no efficient objection in any 
other quarter, but if the Dingley tariff is to 
ride cn the crest of that wave, then the situa- 
tion will be radically altered here, as well as 
elsewhere. 


France in Extreme Peril. 

The situation in France is one of extreme 
peril. Meline’s tearful warning of Tuesdays 
that his continuance in office was all that 
stood between the republic anda coup @' état 
was not taken seriously by the Chamber, 
and of itself would not convince anybody 
outside of it. The conditions themselves, of 
which his downfall was one of the logical 
developments, and which constitute the men- 
ace the last Chamber was under for the cios- 
ing two years of its life, dre controlled by 
a venal majority. When Meline took office, 
in April, 1896, there was a majority of be 
tween thirty and forty in the Chamber 
against him. Instead of resigning in the 
face of this adverse vote, which repeated 
itself stormily for weeks, he announced the 
surprising principle that the approval of 
the Senate was enough for his needa, and 
wentcalmiyon. The Deputies took a recess, 
the storm cocled down, and when the Cham- 
ber reassembled Meline had a comfortable 
majority. It had been paid for in hard cash. 
There was no real secret about it at the 
time, and still less is there now. Meline out- 
lasted all the preceding Premiers by viriue 
of this purchased majority. 


Meline Not Worth the Expense, 
When the new Chamber was elected, the 
preliminary fencing over the Presidency 
of the Chamber indicated mathematically 
how much money would be needed to create 
a safe working majority for Meline. It was 
understood at the outset that the necessary 
funds would be forthcoming, and M. Faure 
took it so much for granted that at St. 
Etienne he expressed in quite the tone of 4 
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main in office. But at the last moment it 
was found impossible to combine the neces- 
gary financial interests to keep Meline g0- 
ing. Many of these interests had been alien- 
ated by the abominable Dreyfus scandal, 
which the late ministry had neither the 
cburage to prevent nor the talent to leave 
alone. Others were sulky about a variety of 
causes.

+ Dismal Outlook for France. 

"It is too early to trace in detail many prob- 
abilities of the near future. There is no 
doubt, however, about the general direction 
of events. The new Chamber will thrash 
round from one adventitious combination 
to another till either some powerful new 
syndicate is formed with funds enough to 
create and maintain a steady majority, or 
gome gentleman in epaulets locks up the 
doors of the Palais Bourbon and puts the 
key in his pocket. ‘It matters little whether 
Ribot or Dupuy or Poincare is finally hit 
upon to take up, where Meline dropped it, 
the task of preventing the republic from be- 
coming republican. They are all empty 
frauds together, and the impending Parlia- 
mentary chaos will be as barren of fruitful 
results under one of them as under another. 
One factor in the problem introduces a cer- 
tain element of uncertainty. Everybody 
has suddenly become disgusted with Faure. 
His pompous airs and natve delight in him- 
self, which formerly occasioned gay, but not 
unkindly, amusement, have all at once grown 
to be insufferable to the French public. His 
clumsy indorgement of Meline would alone 
have sufficed to unhorse that tiresome 
mediocrity. His eager and impolitic intrigu- 
ing against any possible advent of the Rad- 
jeals to power may possibly put a whim in 


- the heads of the Deputies to humiliate him 


by insisting on Brisson, Sarrien, or a bour- 
geois as the new Radical Premier. This is 
a conceivable chance, but even if it came off 
there would be nothing substantial behind it. 
Things must inevitably go from bad to 
worse in Paris, as in Rome and Madrid. 
The twentieth century offers no good omens 
ef any kind for the Latin peoples. 


é End of African Dispute. 


. As these dispatches predicted all winter, 
the moment the French elections ended 
there was no difficulty about settling the 
Niger dispute. It is an extremely fair set- 
tiement, too, from the general point of view, 
though there is always something tiresome 
about seeing an incapable securing big blocks 
of territory for the purpose of shutting it up. 
Certain signs suggest the idea that M. Hano- 
taux regards it as his culminating work at 
the Quai d’Orsay. I think he is fired of office 
and will make no effort to be infuaed in the 
coming ministry. He wants write his- 
tory, and instead Is grinding at the thankless 
fask of making it. Moreover, his position 
Ras been rendered unpleasant in the last two 
gears by the fact that the entire diplomatic 
corps at Paris possesses complete knowledge 
ef Dreyfus’ innocence, and Hanotaux also 
knows he is innocent, but must keep his lips 


_ gealed on the subject, with the result that 


diplomatic intercourse at the capital of the 
republic has been stiffened and embarrassed 
fo a distressing extent. Nor is there such a 
‘Passionate desire among the politicians to 
have Hanotaux remain in office as the papers 
make out. 

-In truth, it will all depend on the Czar. 
If Nicholas signifies a desire for Hanotaux’s 
retention he will remain. If he declines to 
be sounded on the subject or displays any 
indifference there will be no more Hanotaux. 


‘Bo far as the immediate future of France is 


‘Concerned, far greater importance attaches 
to the choice of a new War Minister. This, 
indeed, may easily precipitate a crash, for 
there is a number of possible Generals, 
among whom Saussier is preéminent, who 
loath the position which Billot and his 
general staff clique forced the French army 
into over the Esterhazy-Dreyfus business, 
and who in the War office would sharply 
change the complexion of that gross scandal. 
Yet one cannot see how either such a for- 
ward step as this, or any further retrograde 
movement, such as the packed Versailles 
tribunal preparing in the new Zola trial, can 


produce anything but added trouble. 


. Hooley and His Threats. 


. Hasty people formed high hopes of a sen- 
sation when Hooley, at the beginning of the 
week, declared that he was going to ex- 
pose to the uttermost the foul blackmailing 
System, the other name of which is Lon- 
don’s financial journalism. He talked va- 
Mantly, dropping abundant sinister and 
pointed hints, so that people felt sure he 
knew just whom he was.talking about. The 
Daily Chronicle, whose foible is hardly in- 
credulity, took him at his word. It has been 
pounding at the subject in double leads 
everyday since, demanding his list, and in-

Makeup of the Reichstag. 


_ Kaiser Wiltelm has failed entirely in get- 
ting the kind of Reichstag he wanted. To 
auch a slight extent the new body will dif- 
fer in composition from the old that it will 
be less what he desired than ever. Proba- 
bly nobody outside the palace clique serious- 
ly believed it would be possible to securea 
majority on the lines of the old cartel, that 
is to say, of Conservatives, all shades of 
national Liberals, and anti-Semites. As {jt 
is, it seems unlikely that these combined 
forces will be much more than a third of 
the House. 

The Socialists probably realized thetr prin- 
cipal ambition, which was to poll more 
than 2,000,000 votes. It is less clear how they 
will ultimately come off in the matter of 
seats, because second ballot results depend 
on many occult combinations. But it seems 
probable that they have at least fifty-five 
seats, perhaps, sixty, which latter would be 
a gain of fifteen over their extraordinary 

triumph of 1893. 

The Clericals will also gain a few seats. 
They, with the Socialists and various 
groups of Radicals, will constitute a strong 
majority of the new Reichstag. It seems 
a quaint combination, but in Germany it 
works well. 

There ts no other land that I know of 
where the avowed church party, containing 
numerous priests and controlled by eccles- 
lastical.counsels, is an active, effective ele- 
ment of political progress, but for some 


- Feason it is so in the German Empire.

Pytral, Sarrien, and Dupuy 
this morning, M. Ribot informed President 
Faure that he is unable to form @& Cabinet 
to succeed the Meline ministry. President 
Faure accepted the latter's resignation on 


June 15, Wednesday last. 


it is announced this’ evening, has asked M. 
Sarrien to form a Cabinet. The latter is de- 
pended upon to reconcile the Republican 
factions. 

The reason given for M. Ribot’s with- 
drawal from the task of forming a new min- 
istry is that the Radicals demanded an equal 
division of the portfolios, enabling them to 
demand a revision of the constitution, It 
is believed that M. Sarrien, who is a Rad- 
{cal, will, for the same reason, fall in his 
effort to form a Cabinet. 

{M. Jean Marie Ferdinand Sarrien was born in 
1840 at Bourbon-Lancy, Department of Saone-et- 
Loire, where he Is a landed proprietor and lawyer. 
He took part in the Franco-Prussian war, and be- 
came Mayor of his town in 1871.

Rudini’s Ministry Resigns. 

Rome, June 18.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today the Premier, the Marquis di Ru- 
dini, announced that the ministry, which 
was formed only on May 81, has resigned. 

Amid considerable excitement the Marquis 
di Rudini said that, after considering the 
parliamentary situation, and in order not to 
prejudice a grave public question, the Min- 
isters had placed their resignations in the 
hands of the King, who reserved the right 
of decision concerning their acceptance, & 
remark which was greeted with murmurs, 

Continuing, the Marquis said that the 
ministry would remain in office for the 
present in order to attend to routine bust- 
ness and safeguard public order. He then 
begged the Chamber to suspend its sittings. 
The request was met with shouts of “ No! 
No!” 

The Premier added that the Chamber 
could confer on its President the power of 
resummoning the Deputies when it wascon- 
sidered advisable to do so for the purpose 
of approving a vote on eccount for a short 
period. Loud dissenting murmurs followed 
this suggestion. 

Sig. Vendemini, Republican, demanded 
that the sessions continue, and expressed 
lively regret for the “recent victims of 
the military government.” This caused 
loud protests from all sides, and the ex- 
treme Leftists rose and frantically cheered 
for the army. The President of the Cham- 
ber, who was loudly cheered, angrily protest- 
ed against Sig. Vendemini’s remarks, and 
Sig. Sonnino, the former Minister of the 
Treasury, moved a vote approving the con- 
duct of the army “ during the recent un- 
happy events.”” [Applause.] 

After the Minister for War, Sig. San Mar- 
sano, had made a speech eulogising the 
army the request of the Marquis di Rufdini 
that the Chamber suspend its sittings for the 
present was approved and the House ad- 
journed. It is generally thought that the 
Tesignation of the ministry foreshadows 
grave events.

Few of the closest observers on the 
Stock Exchange had seen notable signs of 
any such transactions, and the average com- 
mission man on ’Change would have dis- 
missed as ridiculous representations that 
there had been recent purchases of conspic- 
uous stocks for Mr. Leiter and h's associstes 
to an aggregate of 150,000 shares—that figure 
being now a popular estimate, 

With Monday's smash in wheat, stocks 
came pouring out through houses with Chi- 
cago connections. Such stocks were not of 
the specially speculative character, Mr. 
Leiter or his associates in the stock market 
had evidently gone into security operations 
conservatively advised, in so far at least as 
concerned the character of stock bought.

International Trade Balance.

Western traffic officials at their meeting

burden for the railroads to carry, and 
‘that therefore the burden should be placed 
nm the shoulders of the shippers. 
No definite action in the matter was taken, 
Mbut it was decided to refer it to the legal 
\departments of the various roads and get 
their opinions. If they decide that it is 
Jawful to shirk the payment of the war 
revenue tax and make the shippers pay it, 
ithe executive officers are expected to meet 
jand take action to that end. 
Bing question has never been raised by 
© BDastern roads, probably because they 
have not thought of it, but if it is so decided 
the Western roads the Eastern lines 
“will probably take similar action. 
_ The understanding of the railroad officials 
lat the St. Louis meeting was that every 
duplicate bill had to have a stamp attached 
to it. As it is the custom of the railroads 
‘to issue three such bills on each shipment— 
one for the shipper, one for the railroad, 
and one for the consignee—they concluded 
that each one of these would require a 
stamp and they could see no good reason 
why the railroads should assume such a 
burden when it might just as well be im- 
‘posed upon their patrons. 


Wo Action on $5 Rate Plan. 


| Definite action has not yet been taken on 


the proposition of the Missouri! River roads 
Ro meet the Canadian Pacific’s competition 
with an open through rate of $5 to north 
‘Pacific coast points from all points east 
iof the Missouri River.

ployés and patrons. A comparison of the 
diametrically opposite methods pursued by 
some of the representative business institu- 
tions with the practice of space-squandering 
practiced in the City Building will show to 
what extent the public is defrauded and 
gullied by the cry fer a new City Hall, and 
how completely unnecessary it is that the 
present building should be disposed of and 
the funds of the taxpayers expended upon 
a new City Hall.

concern, but one which has no right’ or au- 
thority to be located in the City Hall. The 
city has its own bureau of identification, 
with headquarters at the armory on ‘Harni- 
son street, where all photographs and meas- 
urements of criminals arrested by the city 
police are taken. Occasionally visiting po- 
lice officials are received in the spacious re- 
ception-room fitted up by the national bu- 
reau, but the only regular occupants of the 
five large rooms are the superintendent of 
the bureau and his clerk. 

The foolish and improvident maaminer in 
which the light and ventilation of the City 
Hall are destroyed is shown by the diagram 
of the City Map department. A solid parti- 
tion ninety feet in length has been 


up 
to the celling along the west side of the cor-° 


ridor, which effecthally shuts out &he light 
and air from ten west windows, anti a sim- 
flar solid and windowless partition’ on the 
opposite side of the corridor shuts in <Ne 
Civil Service bureau and shuts out the light 
and air from the windows on the éast side 
opening to the court. The city employs an 
expert architect, who plans and superintends 
the alterations in the building, but it would 
be thought that the veriest mechanleé would 
atleast have inserted glass or made swinging 
windows in the upper half of these parti- 
tions. City Architect Henry Sierké states 
that there was no appropriation.or funds 
avallablesfor expensive partitions? that the 
work had to be done ina hurry, an@was per- 
formed by the city carpenters. °‘@ne im- 
provement of great utility and importance 
that ds now under way under supervision of 


balcony of the same size as his present office 
just overhead, which could be utilized. A 
balcony might also be placed in the Bureau 
of Water Inspection at the north end of the 
second floor. Indeed, baiconies might easily 
be piaced in one-half of the rooms in the 
City Hall, for the cellings are lofty and 
light and ventilation in plenty could be re- 
tained. But such an idea of economizing 
space does not seem to have struck the pow- 
ers that. be; the Aldermen do not favor it 
and the employés haye a horror of being 
under the necessity of walking up even one 
flight of stairs. In the First National Bank 
this is not the case. With the idea of tak- 
ing advantage of every foot of valuable 
space, the bank management has caused to 
be erected on both sides of the lobby bal- 
conies, which are light, airy, and which will 
accommodate fifty more clerks, who will 
soon be put to work. Most of the ceilings in 
the City Hall are at a height of 30 feet, and 
if balconies were put in at 17 feet there 
would still be left 12 feet in the clear for 
the clerks working above. If the First Na- 
tional Bank is not too proud or important 
to thus utilize valuable space it would seem 
that the city officials and servants of the 
taxpayers should not be: At all events, the 
present City Hall would easily stand another 
story, and if the north and south stair- 
ways, which are used but little, were taken 
out and three new elevators put in at each 


end of the building, all running to the sixth 
floor, and also the central elevators, at least | 
25,000 square feet of floor space would be 


in excess of the total amount of square feet 
of floor room used by the First National 
Bank, Armour & Co., and Marshall Field 
combined in their executive offices. Yet the 
combined business of these three concerns 
amounts to the enormous total of $4,465, 169, - 
000 & year as against work performed and 
directed from the City Hall which requires 
an expenditure of $16,500,000 a year.

He (the Colonel) ts not the least like the vast 
army of ‘‘military officers’’ of that rank in 
the United States, but more resembles in the 
sweetness and lovableness of his character 
(though, of course, with the difference produced 
by bringing up and environment) our own Colonel 
Newcome. There is plenty of ‘‘story’’ in the 
novel, and not less than the usual amount of 
‘shooting at sight’’ which we expect in a 
description of Kentucky life; but the character 
of the Colonel is so striking and altogether de- 
lightful that it dominates the reader and makes 
him grudge the time spent over other matters. 

This graceful tribute is paid in a review 
of the same book in Today: 

I have never before had the pleasure of reading 
anything by the American author, Mr. Opie Read, 
and I must express my thanks to him for af- 
fording me a fresh sensation.

RAILROAD BUILDING IN JAPAN. 


Progress Made During 1897—Now Has 
Three Thousand Miles in 
Operation... 


Last year (1897) the process of railway 
enterprise in Japan was phenomenal. Since 
the poineer railway was constructed be- 
tween Tokio and Yokohama, a distance of 
eighteen miles, in 1872, the system has 
been extended at an average rate of 100 
miles a year, so that at the end of March, 
1897, which concluded the twenty-ninth fis 
the total mileage had reached 
2,448 miles. At one leap, however, during 
the year just expired no less than 530 miles, 
approximately, were added to the total, 
thus bringing it up to 3,000 miles tn round 
numbers. Of the lines newly opened for 
traffic during last year, the Tokuyama sec- 
tion of the Sanyo railway, the Iwaki sec- 
tion ot the Nippon railway, and the Choshi 
section of the Sobu railway were the most 
important, for their mileage alone aggre- 
gated 120 miles and some fractions. 


Of the works of construction actively 
pushed on since last year we may mention,. 
among the government lines, the Central- 


line, the construction of which was begun 
from the three different termini at Na- 
goya, Hachioji, and Shinonoi; the Komatsu- 
Tsuhata section via Kanazawa of the 
Hokuriku railway, and the Fukushima- 
Yamagata section of the Tohoku railway, 
which is to effect a junction ultimately 
with the Aomori terminus .of the Nippon 
railway’s line. With regard to private rail- 


way enterprise we may mention the coast 
section from Taira to Nakamura of the. 


Jyoban branch of the Nippon railway: the 
Koriyama-Wakamatsu section of the Gan-. 
yetus branch of the same railway; the San- 
jyo-Nagooka section of the Hokuyetsu rail- 
way; the Kamo-Nara and Shijyo Nawate- 


 Kitsu sections of the Kansai railway: and 


the prolongations of the Tokuyama terminus 
of the Sanyo railway as far as Mitajiri. 
When, this prolongation shall have been com- 
pleted the next work to be undertaken will- 
be the further prolongation of the trunk line 
as far as Shimonoseki, which, according to 
the program, will be the terminus at one end 
as Kobe is at the other. 

On the completion of the above-meh- 
tioned two sections of the Kansai railway® 
Osaka and Nagoya will be connected with 
another railway service, besides the facility 
now afforded by the government Tokaido 
line. Railway enterprise is also active in 
Kyushu. The Hayagi-Omura section and 
the Sasebo branch of the Kyshu railway 
havé been virtually completed and will be 
opened for traffic at no distant date. The 
other sections will be completed by June 
next. The industry at Hokkaido also claims 
our attention. The work there is in greater 
part official. The government railway con- 
struction in Hokkaido is divided into two 
periods, To the first period of construction 
belongs the line which is to start from the 
Sorachifuto terminus of the Tanko railway 
and to reach Asahigawa via Kamikawa. 
From Asahigawa, one route will go south- 
ward to the coast of Kushiro, and thence 
along the coast to Nemuro. 

The other route will divert northward 
from Asahigawa, and will reach Soya by 
way of Teshiwo. The total length is about 
jv0 miles. The Sorachibuto—Asahigawa 
section—we understand, will be opened for 
traffic by May next most probably. On the 
part of private railway enterprise in Hok- 
kaido, that of the Kan-Sou rallway com- 
pany is the most important. The project is 
to connect Hakodate and Otaru, a distance 
of 150 miles, at the estimated cost of 8,000.000 
yen ($3,984,000). The work of construction 
will be completed in about five years. At 
present the journey between Otaru and 
-tlakoGate, if made by steamer, occupies 
twenty-four. hours, while if undertaken by 
the railway rvice now available fram 
Moroéran no less than thirty-six hours are 
necessary. On.thée completion of the Kan- 
Sou railway it will be possible to cover the 
Gistance In eight hours.—Japan Times. 


Wheelmen in Austria’s Parliament.

In a 
few days, by special arrangement of the 
President, &@ Suitable room will be provided 
within the precincts of the Reichsrath to ac- 
commodate the machines of Deputies.

FILLED WITH ANECDOTE. 


Jeannette L. Gilder Finds It Highly 
Entertaining. 


IS GOOD FOR JADED BRAINS. 


NE of the most entertaining books 
that I have read in a long time is 
‘Collections and Recollections,’ by 
*‘one who has kept a diary,” of 
which Harper & Bros. are the pub- 

lishers. It is just what the title implies—a 
collection of anecdotes and reminiscences, 
some rehashed from books, but the majority 


sonally recollects. The writer’s name is not 
given, but I saw somewhere in an English 
paper that he was a Radical M. P. Radical 
or not, he knew a great many people on the 


goes so far back that he seems to bea pretty 
old man: but he tells us that he was at Hdr- 
row in 1867. The stories that he tells of 
highway robberies are, therefore, not at first 
hand, but they are quite as good as though 
they were. For instance, here is a lovely 


one: 
Lord Berkeley’s Coolness. 


Another story of highway robbery which ex 
cited me when I was a boy was that of the fifth 
Earl of Berkeley, who died in 1810. He had al- 
ways declared that any one might without dis- 
grace«be overcome by superior numbers, but that 
he would never surrender to a single highway- 
man. As he was crossing Hounslow Heath one 
night, on his way from Berkeley Castle to Lon- 
don, his traveling carriage was stopped by a 
man on horseback, who put his head in at the 
window and said: ‘‘I believe you are Lord 
Berkeley?’ ‘‘I ‘“‘I believe you have al- 
ways boasted that you would never surrender to 
a single highwayman?’ ‘‘I have.’’ ‘* Well,” 
presenting a pistol, ‘‘ I am a single highwayman, 
and I say: ‘ Your money or your iife.’’’ ‘* You 
cowardly dog,’’ said Lord Berkeley, ‘* do you-think 
I can’t see your confederate skulking beMind 
you?’” The highwayman, who was really alone, 
looked hurriedly round, and Lord Berkeley «het 
him through the head. I asked. Lady Caroline 
.Maxse (1808-1886), who was born a Berkeley, if 
this story was true. I can never forget my thrill 
when she replied: ‘‘ Yes; and I am proud to say 
that I am that man’s daughter!” 

Our diarist devotes a chapter to Lord Rus- 
sell, or Lord John Russell, as he was called 
even after he was entitled to the higher 
title. Lord Russell was the only one of his 


acquaintances who had personally known 


Napoleon Bonaparte. 
Recollections of Russell. 


A quarter of a century ago it was a curious and 
interesting privilege for a young man to eit in 
the trellised dining-room of Pembroke Lodge, or 
to pace its terrace-walk looking down upon the 
Thames, in intimate converse with a statesman 
who had enjoyed the genial society of Mr. Fox, 
and had been the traveling companion of Lord 
Holland, had corresponded with Tom Moore, 
debated with Francis Jeffrey, and dined with Dr. 
Parr; had visited Melrose Abbey in the company 
of Sir Walter Seott, and criticised the acting of 
Mrs. Siddons: conversed with Napoleon in his 
seclusion at Elba, and ridden with the Duke of 
Wellington along the lines oftTorres Vedras. 

Lord Russell was small and delicate. 
When a lad his parents did not expect him 
to live through his school days, and later 
in life his constituents feared that he would 
not live through his first session in Parlia- 


ment, 
When he was fighting the reform bill through 
the House of Commons he had to be fed with ar- 


to compassion by his pitiful appearance. For 
years afterwards/he was liable to fainting fits, 
had a wretched digestion, and was easily upset 
by hot rooms, late hours, and bad air. His 
voice had what used to be described in satirical 
writings of the first half of the century as “ an 
aristocratic drawl,’’ and his pronunciation was 
archaic. Like other high-bred people, of his time, 
he talked of ‘‘ coweumbers’’ and laylocks ’’; 
called a woman an “ ’ooman,”’ and was. ‘* much 
obleeged ’’ where a degenerate age is content to 
be ‘* obliged.”’ A 

These pronunciations are common in cer 
tain parts of the United States today, but 


‘only among the illiterate. 


Story of Two Scots. 


Lord Russell used to tell a good story of 
two canny Scots, Lord Liowell and Lord 


en they were young men at , having 
had , rte 4 of professional luck, they determined 
to celebrate the occasion by having a dinner at a 
tavern and going to the play. When it was time 
to call for the reckoning William Scott dropped 
a guinea. He and his brother searched for it in 
vain, and eame to the conclusion that it had 
fallen between the boards of the uncarpeted floor.

‘* Stop a bit,’’ said John; ‘‘ I know a trick worth 
two of that,’’ and called the waitress. 

Betty,’’ sald he, ‘we've dropped two 
guineas. See if you can find them.’’ Betty went 
down on her hands and knees, and found the one 
guinea, which had rolled under the fender. 

‘* That's a good girl, Betty,’’ said John Scott, 
pocketing: the coin, ‘‘ and when you find the other. 
you can keep it for your trouble.’’ And the 
prudent brothers went with a light heart to the 
play, and so eventually to the bench and the 
woolsack. 

Another chapter is devoted to Lord Shaftes 
bury, in whose praise the writer cannot say 
enough to express his admiration. 

Of Lord Melbourne and his strong common-sense 
Lord Shaftesbury In 1882 told me the following 
characteristic story: When the Queen became en- 
gaged to Prince Albert she wished him to be 
made King Consort by act of Parliament, and 
urged her wish upon the Prime Minister, Lord 
Melbourne. At first the sagacious man simply 
evaded the point, but when her Majesty in- 
sisted on a categorical answer, ‘‘ I thought it my 
duty to be plain: with her. I said: ‘ For God's 
sake, let's hear no more of it, ma’am; for if you 
once get the English people into the way of 
making Kings, you will get them into the way 
of unmaking them.’ "’ 

The late Cardinal Manning was one of the 
writer's friends, though he says ‘“‘ we had 
little in common.'’ Of the Cardinal's ap- 


pearance he says: 


Cardinal Manning’s Looks. 


He seemed older than he was, and even more 
ascetic, for he looked as if, like the Cardinal In 
** Lothair,’’ he lived on biscuits and soda- 
water; whereas, he had a hearty appetite for 
his midday meal, and, in his own words, “ en- 
joyed his tea.’’ Still, he carried the irreducible 
minimum of flesh on his bones, and his hollow 
cheeks and shrunken jaws threw his massive 
forehead into striking prominence. Hia line 
of features was absolutely faultless in its statu- 
esque regularity, but his face was saved from the 
insipifiity of too great perfection by the im- 
perious—rather ruthless—lines of his mouth and 
the penetrating luster of his deep-set eyes. His 
dress—a black cassock edged and buttoned with 
crimson, with a crimson skullcap and berretta, and 
a pectoral cross of gold—enhanced the picturesque- 
ness of his aspect. and as he entered the ante- 
room where one awaited his approach, the most 
Protestant knee instinctively bent.

SPAIN’S PERFIDIOUS POLICY. 

If the perfidious character of the Spanish 
government has been illustrated by its fail- 
ure to carry out the promised reforms by 
which the insurgents in the attempted revo- 
lution in Cuba of 1868-’77 were induced to 
lay down their arms it has been even more 
conspicuous, if possible, in its dealings with 
the insurgents in the Philippines. One rea- 
son for this, perhaps, has been the fact 
that in the Philippines, which are so far re- 
moved from the centers of both European 
and American civilization, it has been as- 
sumed that any act of perfidy was less likely 
to attract attention in that region than it 
might if committed in the West Indies. 

We have the authority of a prominent 
member of the Spanish Cortes who has 
taken the lead in the debates in that body 
in reference to the Philippines, as well as 
general officers and civilians recently re- 
turned from Manila, that Marshal Rivera, 
on making peace with Aguinaldo and some 
twenty other insurgent chiefs some months 
ago, while resorting to the usual Spanish 
method of buying their friendship by the 
expenditure of several hundred thousand 
dollars (one report makes it $600,000), prom- 
ised the following reforms: 

1. Local] self-government and administrative re- 


forms. ; 
2. Reform in taxation, on the positive under- 
standing that vast estates and the income of the 
religious orders should no longer be exempted. 
3. Complete reform in the privileges, power, and 
influence of the religious orders and Spanish priest- 


hood. 
4. E@ucational reforms on lay principles. 
5. Representation in the Cortes for the archipel- 


agos. 
Not one of these reforms. however, was 
even begun until after the appearance of 
Admiral. Dewey at Manila and the Cavite 
disaster, when Captain General Augusti, in 
a sort of panic like that which controlled in 
the offers of autonomy in Cuba, obtained 
permission from the home government to 
renew the promise to the natives to put a 
part of them in force, but omitting those af- 
fecting the taxation of church property and 
restricting the privileges and influence of 
the religious orders. This half-way conces- 
sion was rejected, and now the Spanish gov- 
ernment seems to have conceived the idea 
of stirring up the Vatican to use its influ- 
ence upon European governments to enable 
it to save the Philippines. This is believed 
in some quarters to account for the desper- 
ate efforts made recently to induce the Ger- 
man Emperor to intervene, which, whether 
successful or not, has undoubtedly received 
some color from the formidable naval dis- 
play being made by Germany at Manila. 


Whatever may be the motive for this dis- 


play—though no one will regard the mass 
of the German nation as responsible for it 
—there are evidences that Spain would be 
willing to make any terms with Germany, 
even to granting the privilege to the Kaiser 
of establishing naval stations in the Philip- 
pines, Ladrones, and Caroline Islands, or 
going to the extent of ceding a part of these 
islands topurchase his friendship. The naval 
demonstration at Manila at such a juncture 
is the fact which—whether justly or unjust- 


Ty—has brought the motives of fhe Kaiser 


under suspicion, in spite of frequent protes- 
tations of neutrality and friendship from 
both official and unofficial sources, and the 
world will await with no little curiosity the 
evidence going to prove whether the Ger- 
man Emperor really desires to play into the 
hands of Spain and assist in carrying out 
its perfidious policy towards its oppressed 


colonists. 


. It is fo be hoped that the 
NEVER MIND sailing of the Spanish war 
THE Capiz vessels from Cadiz will not 
FLEET. give the administration a 
cold shiver, make it regret 

that it allowed the Cuban army to leave 
the safety of Tampa, and cause it to abandon 
the Puerto Rican expedition until this latest 
Spanish fleet has allowed itself to be bot- 
tled up somewhere, after the fashion of 
Cervera’s vessels. The practice of running 
frantically to shelter every time a Span- 
ish vessel is reported to have»gone to sea 
is costly. It prolongs the war and adds to 


its expense. The war is costing the country, 
about two million dollars a day and should 


not be protracted by nervous timidity. The 
administration should pay more a tion 
to the taxpayers and less to Spanish fleets, 


which could do no harm if they got over here. 
Never mind that Cadiz fleet, but attack the 
Spaniards in Cuba and Puerto Rico. Then 
Spain will keep at home every ship it has 
left to defend !ts own ports. 


THE POPULIST PROGRAM. 

The National committee of the Populist 
party adjourned yesterday after a stormy 
session. The representatives of the “ mid- 
dle of the road ” faction refused to be paci- 
fied, though concessions were made to them, 
Finding they were in the minority they 


bolted and have issued a call for an inde- . 


pendent convention to be held in Cincinnati 
in September to “ reorganize the party.” 
The leaders of the other faction have de- 
cided to hold an early convention in 1900 
to nominate a national ticket. That con- 
vention is to be held before the Democrats 
hold theirs. No overture for fusion with 
that party is to be made by the National 
committee and no overtures coming from 
the Democrats are to be entertained by it. 


These declarations were made in the hope 


of soothing the ultra Populists, who are 
afraid their.party will be swallowed up by 
the Democrats. The “ middle of the road ” 


men want fhe Democrats to come to them 


and accept all their doctrines, irredeemable 
ecrip included. 

The declarations of the National commit- 
tee on the subject of fusion amount to noth- 
ing. The Populist convention, when it 
meets early. in 1900, will decide for 
itself whether there shall be a: union with 
the Democrats, as in 1896, or whether the 
party shall paddle its own canoe. If the 
Democratic party reaffirms the Chicago 
platform two years hence, and nominates 
a candidate who is as unquestionably for 
rotten money as Bryan was and is, then 
there is no doubt but that the mass of the 
Populist party will support that candidate. 

It; of the other hand, the Democrats dis-

1892. They will perceive that they can 
gain nothing by fusing with the Democrats.

nexation of Hawaii have 
been reported in the Senate 
within the last few days would indicate that 
when the measure comes to a vote—as it is 
likely to do by the middle of the present 
week—it will be adopted by an overwhelming 
majority. One of the recent converts to an- 
nexation, as well as one of the most con- 
spicuous, is Senator Mills of Texas, followed 
within the last day or two by Senators 
Wellington of Maryland and McLaurin of 
South Carolina. The advocates of the reso- 
lution having wisely decided not to consume 
time in unnecessary debate, this part of the 
play will be left to its opponents. But there 
is reason to believe that even Senator White 
of California, upon whom the chief onus of 
the opposition seems likely to rest in the end, 
will tire of his job by the time he has con- 
sumed two or three days in trying to talk the 
measure to death, and may surrender in 
spite of his desire to serve Spreckels and the 
sugar trust in disregard of the interests of 
his immediate constituents. It may now be 
regarded as a well settled fact that the an- 
nexation resolution will pass the Senate as 
it has passed the House, the only question 
being as to the size of the majority. It 
would not be surprising, however, if that 
should be proportionately as large as that 
given in its favor in the House, if not larger. 


AN ALIEN MUGWUMP. 

The broadside delivered by Professor von 
Holst some six months ago against the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the United States 
seems about to be returned by the vote of 
the United States Senate completing the 
act. 

According to those who have been ad- 
mitted into the charmed circle of the pro- 
fessor’s lecture room, he has been bombard- 
ing the government at Washington for a 
month or more past on account of its policy 
in conducting the war with Spain, and yet 
the government not only still lives but has 
probably been all unconscious of the as- 
sault. The following, taken from the note- 
book of a student belonging to one of his 
classes, has been furnished THe TRIBUNE 
as a specimen of his views: 

The irony of history will inquire what the Amer- 
ican ships are ‘doing in the Philippines when this 
is a war for the liberation of Cubans, The irony 
of histery will inquire, Where are the poor Cubans 
now? So much has been said of the starving 
Cubans, how are they being helped now? ., . . 
Fifty mil:ions were voted for the war in Cuba, and 
now we need $500,000,000 more. This is being ex- 
| pended not in a war of self-defense. We have not 

been invaded. ... We have no international 
right to interfere with Spain's treatment of her 
colouy. There may be a moral right, which it is 
not necessary to discuss here, in common with the 
laws of nations. It has never been proved that 
Spain sunk the Maine. We have no cause for 
war that can be legally sustained on that basis. 
If we have a right to Interfere on account of the 
treatment accorded the veople of Cuba by Spain, 
what can be said of America during the last war, 
when Sherman and Sheridan marched through 
Georgia? 

Evidently Professor von Holst, in his in- 
quiry in reference to what our ships “ are 
doing in the Philippines,” has overlooked 
the fact that the United States is at war 
with Spain, and a state of war is recognized 
among civilized nations as justifying either 
party to the conflict—under certain restric- 
tions recognized in international law—in 
striking the other where its blow will be 
most effective in bringing its enemy to 
terms. As a part of the Spanish dominion 
our fleet struck at the most strongly fortified 
position in the Philippines, and while its 
right to do so has not before been questioned 
it certainly gave a good account of itself and 
is likely to do so in the future. That Ad- 
miral Dewey has adopted any unusual or 
cruel methods in conducting the war there 
has not before been eveninsinuated. Spain 
might have avoided its reverses there, as 
it might have avoided the war altogether, 
if it had recognized the independence of 
Cuba after it was evident to the whole world 
that its power over the island was already 
broken. 

As to the “ ironical ” inquiry, What are we 
doing for the “starving Cubans’’? it is 
sufficient to say that the government is em- 
ploying its best efforts to drive the Span- 
jiards from the island in order that it may 
give aid to these starving people. It would 
not havé waited for this step to give succor 
to the “reconcentrados” had not Spain 
forcibly barred the way. Other authorities 
not less distinguished than Professor von 
Holst, and possibly less bitterly prejudiced, 
have recognized that the war is justified 
on humanitarian. grounds. When, however, 
nations are engaged in war it is absurd to 
talk about dealing tenderly with the enemy 
so long as the contest is in progress. The 
more vigorously it. is conducted the sooner 
it is likely to be over and the less of suffer- 
ing and destruction of life it is likely to 
entail. The America#n people do not set 
up a claim now that they are making a 
“ defensive war,” but they are making an 
aggressive war with a view to securing an 
early and lasting peace.. 

If Professor von Holst believes that the 
policy pursued by Sherman in his march 
through Georgia for the purpose of cutting 
off the retreat of the rebel army from Rich- 
mond was in any sense the counterpart of 
that pursued by the butcher Weyler in sys- 
tematically starving the Cuban non-com- 
batants to death in concentration camps 
he should shave said so and not left it to 
be inferred. The great majority of the 
American nation will disagree with him 
there. Such an atgument would not be the 
“irony ” of international! law, but a perver- 
sion of history. : 

Evidently Dr. von Holst would have been 
better pleased if this country had followed 
the pusillanimous course of China and thus 
incurred the contempt of the world. He is 
not inspired by the American spirit, though 
he is a teacher in a great American univer- 
sity.. He is a foreign mugwump, and noth- 
ing that the government of the country does 
is to his liking, as he has shown on other 
occasions. If nothing suits him here it is a 
little remarkable that he does not return to 
Germany, whose laws and policies are evi- 
dently more to his liking. He is rapidly 
making himself persona non grata to the 
American people.

_ THE SENATE WAS BUNKOED. 
_ The Senate has adopted a resolution di 
recting the Committee on Claims to investi- 
gate all the circumstances connected with 
the passage of the bill for the payment of 
the claim of the Methodist Book Concern 
for compensation for the use of its publish- 
ing house at Nashville during the war, and 
ascertain to whom the money appropriated 
‘by 1 Th On account of that claim was 


paid. The investigation comes too late 
as far as this claim is concerned. This is 
a case of locking the stable door after the 
horse is stolen. Nothing which has been 
done can be undone, All that can possibly 
be gained is to make Congress more careful 
in dealing with future claims. 

Congress appropriated at the present ses- 
sion $288,000: to settle the venerable claim 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church South. 
When the ménsure was pending in the Sen- 
_ate it was intimated that a large percentage 
of whatever money was voted would go 
toa lobbying claim agent, and an amend- 
ment was joffered limiting the fee to be 
paid to $5,000. Senator Bate denied that 
any money was to go tolobbyists. He made 
that denial,on the authority of the book 
agents, at least one of whom is a Metho- 
dist clergyman in good standing. They as- 
serted that all the money was to go to the 
fund for the bupport of superannuated min- 
isters. Om the strength of these positive 
assurances from reputable individuals the 
amendment was defeated, and several Sen- 
ators voted for the bill who would uot have 
done so had they believed a claim agent had 
his finger (in; the pie. 

No sooner was the money drawn out of 
the Treasury than $100,800 of it was turned 
over to a man who had been at Washington 
working forthe bill, and who had person- 
ally assured jgeveral Senators that he was 
giving his|sérvices simply because he and 
his wife wete members of the church und 
that he was|to get no compensation or fee 
whatever. ‘It appears now that he had 
made an agreement with the book agents 
by which he, was to get 35 per cent of all 
that Congress could be induced to grant, 
and the fund for the support of superan- 
nuated preachers was to be mulcted to that 
extent. The parties to this transaction do 
not seem to have acted like loyal Metho- 
dists or truthful men. 

It remains, to be seen what the Methodist 
Church South will do about this matter. 
It may bé, as has been suggested by one 
Senator, ‘that it. will refund the portion 
| which was paid over to it because it wus se- 
cured by misrepresentation. Or it may be, 
as suggested -by another Sengtor, that th 
church will take steps to recover that part 
of a trust fund which the official agents of 
the church have turned over to a saintiy 
lobbyist. |The church certainly ought tu do 
something to clear its skirts. 

Senator Lodge, who offered the resolu- 
tion for an ifvestigation, expresses the hope 
that as a result of it a general law will be 
passed to|“liminate the professional lob- 
byist from the legislative equation.” He 
certainly ought to be eliminated. It may 
be difficult th do so, however, when matters 
have gone sy far that representatives of re- 
ligious organizations accept him as a legis- 
lative necessity and reward him for his 
services out?of a fund for the benefit of 
superannueatéd and wornout preachers, 
their wives, widows, and orphans.

As fot the charge that “not the 
suggestion of a new reason for annexation 
has been made,”’ that may be true, and yet 
the old reasons seem to have been amply 
sufficient, as shown by the result—though 
in the opinion of many the existence ofa 
foreign war calling for important naval and 
military operations in the Pacific did sug- 
gest a new and most potent reason why 
annexation should be made an accomplished 
fact as speedily as possible. The claim that 
there has not been “ any refutation of the 
charge that the business from beginning to 
end is a job,’ if true, is easily to be ac- 
counted for by the fact that there has been 
nothing in it from start to finish, and it 
would be useless to attempt to refute an 
empty charge based on prejudice. There 
were enough affirmative and tangible rea- 
sons for the act without the supporters of 
the resolution spending their time dealing 
with objections which, as the vote showed, 


had no force whatever. 


ALNASCHAR’S DREAM. 

The Social Democracy of Debs has split 
into two factions. One is resolved on “ po- 
litical action ’—the organization of a small 
party which will cast a dwindling vote in 
a few large cities. The other adheres to 
the original scheme of cojperative coloniza- 
tion, to be made the basis of political ac- 
tion later on. To start colonies requires 
money, however. Even if land could be 
had for nothing, money is needed to buy 
the simple implements of husbandry and 
to provide temporary shelter for the col- 
onists. Those Social Democrats who are 
going to found colonies hither and yon have 
no money. In order to get what they need 
they are going to raise by methods which 
are those of the smart promoter rather than 
those of the Socialist. 

There is a Colorado Social Democrat who 
has a 560-acre tract which he asserts is one 
big gold mine. The owner makes what he 
calls a moderate, guarded estimate to the 
effect that each forty acres will yield four- 
teen million tons of ore, worth at least $5 
a ton. That will be seventy millions for 
each forty acres, or 1,160 millions for the 
entire tract of 560 acres. It is the belief 
of the owner, however, that each ton will 
yield $10, so that the output of the mine 
will reach the imperial sum of 2,320 mil- 
lion dollars. 

This land, with its attendant “ poten- 
tiality of growing rich beyond the dreams 
of avarice,” the proprietor offers to the 
Social Democracy for the beggarly sum of 
$100,000,. of which $5,000 is to be paid 
down and the remainder of the purchase 
money secured by bonds on the property. 
The prodigality of princes and of plutocrats 
pales when compared with this munificent 
donation. That marmust be passionately 
devoted to a cause who will aid it by a gift 
of over two billions of dollars. The gen- 
erosity of the man who sells a $5,000 gold 
brick for $500 is utterly eclipsed. 

When the $5,000 payment has been made 
and the title to the land is vested in the Co- 
operative Commonwealth company, 5 per 
cent bonds will be printed and sold to the 
amount of two and a half million dollars. 
It is assumed they will find an easy sale, 
being secured by so valuable a property. 
No stock will be issued, so as to prevent the 
control of the mine from slipping into the 
hands of unfriendly capitalists, who for 
some mysterious reason have not already 
laid hands on this valuable property. 
Enough of the proceeds of the snie of 
bonds will be set aside to pay the interest 
on them for the next two years. This will 
make pirchasers feel easy in mind. The 
rest of the money will be used in the de- 
velopment of the mine. 

Hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth of 
gold are to be dug out of the mine. As the 
money pours into the treasury of the Social 
Democracy it is to be used in the estab- 
lishment of great agricultural colonies in 
Tennessee, Colorado, Washington, and 
other States. Socialist manufactories wil] 
be established everywhere on a grand scale, 
and those owned by the abhorred capitalists 
will be driven to the wall. With the un- 
ending millions which the Social Democracy 
will have at its command it will be able to 
carry on @ propaganda in every part of the 
country. The Social Democrats expect 
that State after State will be socialized. 
Having arranged matters in the United 
State to suit themselves they can then pro- 
ceed to regulate Europe. 

Supposing, however, that the Colorado 
gold mine does not turn out to be all that 
the fancy of its proprietor paints it, and 
that it is not in reality worth even the $5,000 
in cash which he is willing to take for it.

Japan is clamoring for an 


Too,’ associate membership in 
Sars LITTLE that big Anglo-American 
JAPAN. alliance of which so much 


has recently been said. 
The Japanese newspapers are full of argu- 
ments in favor of closer relations w&th the 
United States as well as with Great Brit- 
ain. There is a general belief that some 
agreement has already been reached with 
the British on the common basis of resist- 
ance to Russia. Now Lieutenant Fujita of 
the Mikado’s navy, who has just come to 
America to superintend the building of two 
ig Japanese crulsers, advocates a similar 
close entente between Japan and the United 
States. He says Japanese public opinion is 
all in favor of a better understanding be- 
tween the two countries. He says his gov- 
ernment is not opposed to our holding the 
Philippines and annexing Hawaii. His 
countrymen foresee that we are to become 
a large factor in Oriental commerce, and 
they want to clasp hands with us. There Is 
every reason why Japan, America, and Eng- 
land should be’ fast friends, though the 
friendship cannot take the form of an of- 
fensive alliance. We have no cause for 
sharing the hostliity toward Russia felt by 
the other two nations. With Japan, as with 
Great Britain, the American people will be 
happy to join friendly hands, but in both 
cases the alliance will have to be com- 
mercial and moral rather than political 
or military. With that understanding the 
more alliance talk there is of this sort the 
better for all concerned. 


THE AMERICAN INTERNATIONAL BANK. 
The Senate discussed and passed last 


week its bill for the incorporation of the 
American International Bank. The prin- 
cipal place of business of the corporation 
which is to begin business with a capital of 
five millions, which may be increased to fifty 
millions, is to be at the City of Washington 
or in New York. The directors are author- 
ized to establish branch offices in the 
United States, not exceeding eight in num- 
ber, and also in Mexico, South and Central 
America, and the West Indies. This pro- 
vision explains the object of the creation of 
the bank, which is to improve the commer- 
cial relations of the United States and other 
countries of this hemisphere. | 

One of the recommendations of the Pan- 
American conference of 1889 was that there 
be an international American bank with 
headquarters in the United States and 
branches or agencies in the other countries 
represented in the conference. Mr. Blaine 
indorsed this recommendation warmly. In 
doing so he called attention to the fact that 
the foreign commerce of the nations south 
of the Rio Grande and the Gulf of Mexico 
amounted to 1,100 millions a year, but that 
the United States had only a scanty share 
of it. That unsatisfactory state of affairs 
-he ascribed in part to the absence of a sys- 
tem of direct credits and exchanges. Ow- 
ing to the lack of it American exporters and 
importers were compelled to pay London 
bankers a tax on every Central and South’ 
American transaction. 

Today, as in 1890, when Mr. Blaine dis- 
cussed the subject, the greater part of the 
merchandise imported into the United 
States from those countries is paid for by 
remittances to London and cities on the 
continent of Europe to cover drafts against 
European letters of credit. A commission of 
three-quarters of'1 per cent is usually paid 
for these credits, so that European banks 
enjoy a large profit upon American busi- 
ness and incur little or no risk. If there 
were direct exchanges between this and 
other American countries the large amount 
of commissions paid to European bankers 
would go to American bankers or mer- 
chants. The latter would be able to estab- 
lish improved trade relations and add im- 
mensely to the volume of business done. 

It is not creditable to the intelligence of 
successive Congresses that the recommen- 
dation of the Pan-American conference has 
remained unacted‘on solong. There is rea- 
son to hope, however, that the present Con- 
gress will pass the pending bill. Abouttthe 


| only objection made to it in the Senate is 


that; itis unnecessary for the bank to have 
a charter from the United States, and that 
any strong financial concern incorporated 
by a State can do all that could be done 
by a bank chartered by Congress. This is 
not the case. Nowhere outside of this coun- 
try would a concern with a State charter 
have the same standing and command the 
same credit as one which owes its existence 
to the national government and, as is pro- 
posed, is under its direct supervision. 

The American International Bank is not 
to be allowed to issue notes. Its functions 
will be limited to discounting and negotiat- 
ing paper, buying and selling exchange, 
coin and bullion, loaning money, and act- 
ing as the financial agent of any State, gov- 
ernment, or municipality that may care to 
use its services. All its affairs are to be 
subject to the supervision of the Controller 
of the Currency, as are those of national 
banks. The United States becomes respon- 
sible for nothing the bank may do, but its 
supervision will be an assurance that the 
bank will be properly managed.

There will also be employed in the 
neighborhood of one hundred people, em- 
bracing soldiers, fife and drum corps, and a 
negro quintet. 

Nothing in these names indicates that 
*“ Chattanooga ”’ is anything else than legiti- 
mate and blood-curdling melodrama. But 
an opportunity to see these various players 
in such a drama is by no means to be 
despised. Mr. Lackaye as the. villain, 
whom Mr. Carter, with conscious subtlety, 
calls John, should be excellent. He has a 
real talent for strongly marked and gro- 
tesque characters, although he evinces at 
times a desire to play heroic parts. If Mr. 
Carter has written him the right kind of a 
part Mr. Lackaye will play it with lurid 
effect. 

Mr. Richman will have something to do 
to carry the handicap which such a name 
as “Leon” imposes on him. But one may 
suspect, although prophecies are dangerous, 


that he will appear to greater advantage 


than he has for some time. Since Mr. Rich- 
man was engaged by Mr. Daly, after ap- 
pearing in Herne’s ‘‘ Margaret Flemming,”’ 
he has been in a state not unknown to aspi- 
rants in literature and other artistic call- 
ings. He has continued to be a young man 
of promise, but on the whole he has not got 
far beyond that. He is never quite a bad 
actor; he is almost always not quite a good 
one. That he has balanced thus dexterous- 
ly between good and evil for so many years 
is owing largely to the unerring inst{nct 
with which Mr. Daly has failed to find the 
right role for him, Prophecy that the part 
of a melodramatic hero will suit him is not 
meant at all as depreciation of Mr. Rich- 
man’s abilities. The power to successfully 
portray the lofty emotions and the lively 
heroism of the leading male character ina 
war play is no mean gift. Mr. Richman has 
a considerable stage presence and a hearty 
way of overacting in moments of excitement 
which will help him tremendously. And 
having given opportunity for his abounding 
strorgth, he will probably return to the 
more delicate labor of acting in Daly’s The- 
ater with his spirit chastened and his talent 
refreshed. 

If Mr. Richman suffers from being cast 
as “‘ Leon,” what is to be said of Mr. Cyril 
Scott, whose name is to be “ Bertie’’? Mr. 
Seott is a gentlemanly and engaging per- 
former, and should help out the cast much. 

Miss Blanche Bates, who will appear as 
Rose, the heroine, is little known in this city. 
Her past experience has been with Fraw- 
ley’s company on the Pacific coast, in which 
she has played leading roles. At present and 
for next season she is under contract to Au- 
gustin Daly. In fact, oneymight say that the 
whole performance wills be given by Mr. 
Daly’s company on a summer vacation. 


As to “Chattanooga” it is a war play. 
Consequently it has two cousins, one in the 
Northern, the, other in the Southern army, 
both in love with the same girl. Its author 
is Mr. Carter, and consequently it is written 
around a scenic effect. The posters having 
been put up, Mr. Carter discloses the nat- 
ure of this climax, and it promises to be 
wonderfully thrilling. An engine at full 
speed will be seen going over ten miles of 
railroad near Chattanooga to bring men and 
supplies to Hooker. This, of course, seems 
impossible, but in the matter of mechanical

So it has happened time and again 
that if one or two people stood up at the 
right moment the whole audience followed 
their example eagerly. Occasionally the au-

The cus- 
tom is a simple and delightful one and ex- 
presses so much more than the usual up- 
roarious hand-clapping that it should be 
encouraged everywhere. But even with an 
audience willing and ready there remains 
one great difficulty.

If * America”’ is played first the audience 
generally rises for that, and remains seated 
for *“‘ The Star Spangled Banner.” If this 
gong comes first ‘“‘ America” will be heard 
seated.

Though there are many cynical char- 
acters and a plenty of hard talk, the drama 
on the whole is pronounced clean and whole- 
some. And smartness in a play where no 
woman has a doubtful part is what a good 
part of the community has been desiring for

Chicago has always turned out in great 
pumbers on the Derby days of the past. 
There is every reason for thinking the cus- 
tom will be revived with a will next Sat- 
urday. A large advance sale of boxes and. 
reserved seats was reported by the Wash- 
ingtog Park club some days ago. This is 
only.a hint as to what the general demon- 
stration will be, for the majority of the 
thousands that will go to the South Side

field of trained nursing, says the New York 
Tribune. 

While the public, as a general rule, would 
hardly stop to consider that the profession 
of trained nursing requiring all the delicate 
attributes of womanhood, would be adapted 
to the daughters of wild and savage ances- 
try, the fact remains that Oneida, Ottawa, 
Wyandotte, and even Sioux girls, educated 
and trained, are showing most remarkable 
aptitude for the profession. 

Captain H. R. Pratt, the superintendent of 
the Indian Industrial School at Carlisle, 
Pa., declares, indeed, that the time is not 
far distant when Indian girls will be regard- 
ed by the medical profession at large as the 
most successful trained nurses in the coun- 
try. Their first introduction into the hos- 
pital training schools, after they had passed 
through a careful course of instruction at 
Carlisle, is due to the efforts of Captain 
Pratt, who believes the Indians have a fu- 
ture, and is firmly of the opinion that as a 
class they are quite capable of entering the 
occupations of the white man or woman; 
that their dwellings should no longer be in 
the woods or on the prairie exclusively, but 
also in the hives of industry of the whites, 
the cities, the offices, the mills, the hospi- 
tals, and on the farms. 

All the training at the Carlisle school is 
carried on with such an ultimate object in 
view and with great success. The first in- 
struction which the Indian girls who have 
been graduated as trained nurses received 
in their profession was in the Indian School 
Hospital, where, | during this preliminary 
training, they showed such marked ability 
that they were sent to complete their train- 
‘ing in the hospitals of Philadelphia. 

At present Miss Nancy Seneca, a young 
full-blooded Indian maiden, is Studying at 
the Medico-Chirurgical Hospital in that 


city. 

Miss Kate Grindrod, a full-blooded - 
dotte Indian, who was educated at Daren 
is one of the most successful professional 
nurses. During the epidemic at Carlisle in 
1880 and 1891 she volunteered her services as 
& nurse, and succeeded so well that, acting 
upon the advice of physicians, she entered 
at Philadelphia. Her

leading families of that 

Including Miss Nancy Seneca, who will 
soon complete her course, eight Indian 
girls, who first graduated ‘at Carlisle school 
have during the last few years become 
trained nurses and are now profitably em- 
ployed in independent practice. 

The first Indian woman in the world to 
complete a course In trained nursing was 
Miss Nancy Cornelius, an Oneida. She ar- 
rived at the Carlisle school from the reserva- 
tion in 1805, and entered the second grade. 
Being of a delicate constitution she was 
obliged to pass much of her time In the s¢hool 
hospital for treatment, and, desiring s0me 
occupation, she soon became a competent 
assistant to the nurse incharge. In October 
1888, Miss Cornelius left Carlisle and went to 


the training school for nurses at Hartford, | 


Conn., where she graduated two years later. 
Since then she has lived in Hartford. 

Commenting on Indian women as trained 
nurses a physician who had had much expe- 
rience with them In his practice said: “ In- 
dian girls seem to possess every requisite to 
make an ideal trained nurse, They are re- 
markably intelligent, and have nerve and 
great courage; they never become flurried 
or excited, but keep their heads perfectly 
at the most trying and critical moments. 
They also, as a rule, possess considerable 
physical strength and great endurance; 
withal they are kind and attentive, and fol- 
low out the doctor's directions to the let- 
ter.’

LARGE LOAN MADE ON WEST SIDE 
PROPERTY AT LOW RATES. 


J. Harley Bradley Refunds a 6 Per Cent 
Loan, Effecting a Saving in Interest 
—War Taxes to Be Levied Upon 
Dealers and Property Transactions 

Closing of Sash, Door, and Blind 
Mills Embarrasscs Architects and 


Bailders. 


Real estate owners are feeling the effect of 
the prolonged war more seriously than they 
had. anticipated when hostilities first began. 
While the market showed much encourage- 
ment at times for a short perioc, allinterest 
geems now to have dropped out of rea] estate 
and capitalists doubt if there will be any 
revival of negotiations before the fall. There 
is talk of large transactions, but nothing 
of importance developed last week. 

The only noteworthy feature of ‘he w 
was the negotiation of a loan from the 
Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany by J. Harley Bradley on West Side 
property of $250,000 for ten years at the 
low rate of 4% per cent. This is the largest 
loan at this low rate of interest that has 
ever been made on property west of the 
river. lt refunds a 6 per cent loan held by 

C. K. G. Billings. It is probable that there 
are not more than twosor three loans at the 
outside at such low rate in that section of 
the city, and in tho&Se instances the margin 
of security is great. Investors have not 
sought West Side loans before at the same 
rates that are given on down-town and 
South Side property, and this loan is re- 


garded as an encouraging sign. 


War Taxes and Hrokers. 


The war tax makes provision for taxation 
of real estate men. Internal Revenue 
Collector Coyne .is considering whether 
realty dealers come in under the classifica- 
tion of brokers, who are compelled to pay a 
license of $50. He has sent to Washington 
for a decision on the point and expects to 
learn this week. Real estate agents are 
taxed for mortgages and leases. The lowest 
denomination of the ‘‘ adhesive stamps” 
they will be required to affix to such docu- 
ments is two cents. These are to be placed 


upon every memorandum of sale. 


cent is levied for every $100 of the considera- 
tion of the sales themselves. A ‘'50-cent 
stamp must be placed upon deeds for prop- 
erty valued at between $100 and $500, and 
for each additional $500 another stamp of the 
fame denomination is to be affixed. Leases 
are charged for at the following rates: One 
year, 25 cents; three years, 50 cents; more 
than three years, $1. H.A. Cole; head ofthe 
rating department of the Real Estate board, 
estimates that 150,000 leases are closed in 
Chicago during the year, and that would 
yield a fair sum to the government from the 


property-owners.

‘ gnents with iron stairways in several of the 
echoodlis and other improvements over the 
old style that led the board to see the neces- 
sity of fireproof schoolhouses. When Mr. 
Patton is on his vacation this summer he in- 
tends to go to New York, Boston, end Phila- 
delphia and study their fireproof buildings. 
Mr. Patton says the change in methods of 
building will lead to many other ftmprove- 
ments in the schools, and thinks the deter- 
mination to use fireproof construction is one

Fine Local and Shipping Demand for 
Fruits and Vegetables. 

mewhat unusual. condition of the street 
a... market yesterday was the number of 
shipping orders from Southern Illinois towns on 
strawberries. Hundreds of cases went to Bloom- 
ington, Joliet, and Si. Louis—pornts from which a 
good deal of fruit formerly came into this market 
and in which territory the picking season is now 
over. Prices were steady on higher grades, but 
easy and a shade lower on poor fruit.

38,000 
cases of Michigans. The general vegetable trade 
was good, local buyers taking stock in rather 
larger quantities. Light receipts made fraction- 
ally higher quotations on eggs, the market loss 
off being 9%c; cases included, candled, sold at 
10%c to 10%c. There was a good inquiry for new 
potatoes at $2.10 to $2.25 per bri, sacks being 
quoted at 75c per bu. 

It was a fair week in California fruits. Re- 
ceipts averaged from 4 to 5 cars daily, all being 
sold at auction. The shipments included cherries, 
peaches, apricots, and plums. As the season ad- 
vances receipts are expected to be heavier. Cold 
weather the early part of the week was something 
of a setback to trade in lemons, but under warmér 
conditions sales promised to be larger. The gen- 
eral quality of California fruit is fully up to the 
average and fair prices are being obtained on all 
auction sajes. During the berry season the local 
substitutes for some varieties of California fruit 
affect that market to a certain extent, but there 
being no substitute for Pacific coast cherries 
saies of these are steady and regular.

CABLE LAYING IN WAR TIME. 
New Device Submitted to the British 


Government by Which Wires May 
Be Put Down at a 20-Knot Speed. 


An invention has lately been submitted to 


the British naval authorities which, if ac- 
cepted, will undoubtedly prove an important 
factor in future naval warfare. The design- 
ers are Lieutenant Crutchley of the Royal 
Navy Reserve and Mr. Snell, an engineer, 


who have devised an improved method of 


laying submarine cables at a much increased 
rate of speed. By means of this invention 
a warship or transatlantic liner can be used 
to lay a cable of special design at a rate of 
twenty knots an hour. It requires little al- 


teration to adapt these vessels to the pur- 


pose. 


Many experiments have been made with 


a view to telegraphy without wires, but so 
far unsuccessfuliy at any but the shortest 
distances, and England’s only present corn- 
fort in such difficulties has been that she is 
in possession of nearly all the special cable- 
laying and repairing vessels. Now Messrs. 
Snell and Crutchley step in with a scheme 
which would seem to lay at rest the vexed 
question of the transmission of orders, even 
if the enemy has succeeded in cutting ex- 
isting cables. 


The differences between the present and 


the new system of laying submarine cables 
are many and varied. To start with, the 
new cable is much lighter and less expensive 
than the ponderous affair used for spanning 
the Atlantic. Three hundred knots weigh 
only 180 tons, while the price averages only 
$300 a knot. Coiled on a large drum, these 
300 knots, ready for use, can be stowed away 
in a tank or hold about the size of a large 
double boiler, ro that a good-sized ship, such 
as a cruiser or a liner, could easily find room 
for two such drums, one in the aft and the 
other in the forehold. Here would be 700 
miles of cable, weighing only 360 tons, stowed 
away ready for immediate use. Another 
plan is to carry the cable on small drums 
holding but forty knots each and jointed to- 
gether; these drums possess the merit of 
vee light and portable and also easily put 


The paying out of the cable is accomplished 


simply, engines of 150-horse power being 
utilized to revolve the large carrying drum 
and giving a delivery speed of over twenty 
knots an hour. Now it is necessary in laying 
a cable that a certain amount of slack should 
be available, so that the cable can accommo- 
date itself to the frequent inequalities of the 
ocean bed and not become tightly stretched 
from one prominence to another, thus throw- 
ing an excessive strain on the paying-out 
machinery. Accordingly, for a length of 
800 knots a bight or slack of 2,000 feet is 
allowed, and is carried on a pair of drums 
which are stationed midway between the 
stern and the main drum. 


The cable passes from these bob 
revolving pulley at the ship's 
literally ejects the wire at a speed which 
can, if necessary, be made greater than the 
rate of delivery at the tank. A controlling

The results attained by this system in 


actual work are said to be marvelous; of 


course, there is nothing out of the way in 
the entire design, but usually these simple 


ideas, though brilliant in theory, seem to 
collapse when put to a thorough test in 


practice. The §Snell-Crutchley invention, 
however, does not appear to belong to this 


class, and the inventurs have demonstrated 
satisfactorily that a ship able to make 
twenty knots can easily pay out twenty-one 
knots of cable, the extra knot being compen- 
sation for the uneven floor of the sea. 


A simple calculation shows that commun!i- 


cation can be established by these means 
between points 700 miles distant within a 
space of thirty hours, and the cable, once 
laid, would be permanent, at least as cables 
g°.

A. M. Wright was one of the most posi- 
characters the Chicago Board of 
Trade has ever seen.

Mr. Dow was a hearty. whole-souled, vig- 


orous man even during the last chapters of 


his career, and his death was generally re- 


gretted among the old-time mémbers, 


“ Billy” Murray. 


“ Billy ’’ Murray was the first man who 
ever sold 1,000,000 bushels of wheat in one 
lump on the Chicago Board of Trade. 
** Deacon ’’ Hobbs was the buyer. Ten 
years later he died at the Mexican Gulf 
Hotel at Pass Christian, Miss., and he left 
no estate to be administered upon. His 
friends said that he died of a broken heart 
and those who knew how big and tender 
this heart was had no difficulty in believing 
them. He was a+ generous, kind-hearted, 
whole-souled fellow, whose helpfulness to his 
friends was proverbial and who had not an 
enemy in the world. Asa business-man he 
entirely overlooked small things and was 
preéminently a man of large affairs. After 
his reverses of fortune began his losses, of 
course, were tremendous, and it did not 
take long to dissipate his large capital. His 
generosity, nevertheless, was not one bit 
abated and he willingly shared with his 
friends whatever of good fortune fell to him. 
Several times after the great bulk of his 
fortune had been lost did he narrowly miss 
regaining it through bold and desperate 
plays, in which he made the most of his 
limited capital and his great ability. Though 
he succeeded several times in piling up what 
many men would have regarded as a com- 
petence, he never regained his lost prestige. 
After an unusually long and disastrous cam- 
paign, in which he endeavored to nurse a 
small deal into a large one, he went away to 
the winter resort, then being run by his old 
friend Frank Magin, and it was here, in the 
balmy atmosphere of the Southern gulf, that 
he gave up the fight. 


Nat ” Jones. 


At St. Luke’s Hospital on the South Side 
in the early spring of '95 was enacted a 
scene which for real pathos surpassed any- 
thing that the best dramatic art has ever 
yet placed upon the stage. A once strong 
man lay dying in the arms of the wife who 
in the fever and glare of his great)success 
and popularity this man had forgotten. The 
man was “‘ Nat’”’ Jones, the one time multi- 
millionaire, who for nearly all of the last 
decade was the most prominent figure of 
the local speculative markets. As one of 
the ** Big Four,’’ which wel! nigh controlled 
the wheat market during the greater part 
of that time, he was at all times in the pub- 
lic eye. Of that bold quartet which feared 
not to attack the market at any and all 
times he was the most daring and the most 
aggressive. He was at the head of a com- 
mission house the office expenses of which 
were nearly $1,000 per day, with the in- 
come of course in corresponding ratio. His 
system of‘ private wires put him in ready 
communication with the ends of the earth, 
and his sources of information were the 
best that money and the strongest influences 
of séif-interest were able to secure. He 
erected a castie on the north shore; but be- 
fore it was fairly finished the fever of suc- 
cess had made him impatient of local bounds 
and restraints, and he went to New York to 


try.on.@-larger scale in the stock market 


so successfully accompiishedin 


a comparatively moderate way while op- 
erating over his own private wires. 
For a time he was again success- 
ful. Then the tide turned, and his 
castle, which he had never occupied, was 
sold for a song to Joseph T. Torrence. In 
‘a few short years he was again in Chicago 
seeking to recover through a “ grubstake ”’ 
the vast fortune which the wolves of the 
day and of the night had despoiled him of 
in the East. The “ grubstake’’ went the 
way of the vast sums that had gone be- 
fore. With his credit exhausted here and 
with numerous unsettled claims hanging 
over him, he again sought the Eastern city. 
When he once more returned to Chicago 
both health and money were gone. Then 
came the closing chapter. He lies buried at 
Calvary. 


Ira Holmes. 


During the seventies the name of Ira 
Holmes. was as familiar to the people of 
Chicago as the cobble stones. The luster 
of his fame as a speculator has not been 
dimmed by time, though one or two great

His career was 
one calculated to relieve his fellow members 
of any fears of ennui as long ag his capital 
lasted. 
mous. His ordinary trading line was 7,000.,- 
000 to 8,000,000 bushels of wheat, and an or- 
dinary daily loss or gain ran about $200,000, 
Though he made enormous winnings during 
the latter part of the seventies, the end 
of all plungers was finally his. He died at 
Milwaukee in. March, 1895, without a dollar, 
though his family had been amply provided 
for through bequests of relatives. 


R. W. Dunham. 


Ransom W. Dunham was President of the 
Board of Trade in 1882, having been succeés- 
sively First and Second Vice President in 
1880 and 1881. The firm of William Young 
& Co., of which Mr. Dunham was a member, 


was for years the largest shipper of grain 


from the Chicago market. For years also 
it was regarded as the old reliable bull house 
—in fact, the regular bulwark—of the be- 
lievers in higher prices. Mr. Dunham was 
the most stalwart fighter for high prices 
for American products, and his battles in 
this direction were always actuated by the 
highest patriotism and often resulted un- 
fortunately to himself. His honesty and 
sincerity, with his personal popularity, were 
the main causes of his elevation to the high- 
est office in the gift of the board. The ad- 
ministration of the office was able and no 
breath of suspicion of favoritism of any class 
or interest was heard either during his term 
or since. At one time Mr. Dunham’s wealth 
was estimated at $1,000,000, but this had 
entirely disappeared at the time of his sud- 
den death at his old home in the East on 
Aug. 19, 1896. Mr. Dunham's great gener- 
osity, coupled with unfortunate specula- 
tions during the three years of declining 
grain prices following 1891 were the causes 
leading to the dissipation of his fortune. 
Domestic difficulties during this time un- 
doubtedly helped in the same direction 


William Young. 


William Young, who died in Milwaukee 
in April of 1805, was one of the stalwarts 
around whom the “ bulls ’’’ on ’change could 
ever rally. He was a stanch believer at all 
times in higher prices for breadstuffs, and 
his energies were at all times turned in that 
direction. Mr. Young was formerly Lieu- 
tenant -Governor of Wisconsin and he al- 
ways retained his palatial family residence 
in Milwaukee. Mr. Young was a giant in 
size, and his striking figure almost invaria- 
bly attracted the attention of visitors on 
‘change. More than 6 feet in height, heavy 
in proportion, with long, reddish side- 
whiskers, and carrying a heavy cane, the 
handle of which was oftenest crooked over 
his arm, he presented a picture which is 


still dear to the members of the Chicago 


Board of Trade. In his forty years in the 
grain trade Mr. Young was connected with 
many of the most important speculative 
events within that time. His commissions 
ran as high as $300,000 in a year, and yet 
the estate that he left was probably less 
than one-third of that amount. | 


John L. Hancock. 


One of the most public-spirited men Chi- 
cago has ever seen, and one to whom the city 
and the nation owe much, died in moderate 
circumstances in this city in 1890. Colonel 
John L. Hancock enlisted over 30,000 men 
and sent them to the front during the late 
war. In his office in Wells street, now Fifth 
avenue, between Lake and South Water 
streets, company after company was formed, 
accoutered, and sent forward. Charles 
Schwartz was his bookkeeper, and the great 
wads of stumptail currency that were 
thrown into waste baskets all over the floor 
made a sight which would startle the 
merchant of mogern times. From the open-

$300, ind rather than ask any of his friends 
for the loan of this trifling sum he had 
walked over to Clark street, bought the 
weatién with which he had ended his life, 
comé@ back to his office, and closed his last 
deal. The action was characteristic of the 
man. ' In all of his many long years of busi- 
ness on the Board of Trade he had never be- 
fore Been forced to go beyond his own re- 
sourtes in financial matters, and the thought 
of doing so was more than he could face. 
He was a man of great business ability, and 
at ohe time was very Wealthy. Reverses 
suchais are incident to the life of a speculator 
gradially reduced him to close extremities, 
andjthe Cudahy lard deal failure of three 
day® before left him with nothing. Mr. Van 
Kirk ‘was tall, spare, and Slightly stooping 
and wore a full beard, but a smooth shaven 
uppfr lip. His beard was worn pointed, and, 
witl; his small and twinkling gray eye, it 
served to set off the dry humor with which 
h convulsed his friends. As 
a ride, however, he sald very little and was 
genérally counted well worth attention 
whenever he had anything to say. 


i) Harry K. Matthews. 
The career of Harry K. Matthews is a 
strikihg example of the reckless plunger. 
His’ @arly ventures were fortunate and 
they ‘were on such a large scale that they 
landed him at once in the heavy weight class. 
His 4irst victories were in the corn pit, but 
from here he branched out as a trader in 
wheat, in provisions, and in the stock mar- 
ket?’ The end came speedily. With so 
irons in the fire it was a certainty that

wrohg time. His career was as short as it 


was éventful. He went up like a rocket anid 
he ¢4me down like a stick. After his first 
failfite he went away, gathered together 
sufficient capital for another try at the 
market, and achieved even less success than 
before. He died in December of 1891 before 
he Had succeeded in getting ready for 
another attempt.

Harry W. Phillips. 

One of the big “ scalpers”’ of the wheat 
pit was Harry W. Phillips. He was never 
known to carry an open trade over night, 
but took whatever of profit or loss that came 
to him and balanced his accounts every day. 
He was rated a fine fellow by his associates 
and after a long career on ‘change amassed 
a fortune estimated at one time as high as 
$200,000 or $250,000. He left less than half of 
this sum when he died at Pasadena, Cal., 
Dec. 18, 1886. 


D. H. Lincoln. 


D. H. Lincoln, who was successively Sec- 
ond and First Vice President and President 
of the Chicago Board of Trade in i875, ’76, 
and ’77, bore a striking resemblance to the 
illustrious President of the United States 
who carried the same family name. He was 
tall, dark, spare, and rawboned. His nature 
was the most gentle and his disposition con- 
servative. Outside of business he was re- 
tiring and at all times was quiet, modest, 
and unassuming. He was never a large 


speculator, though at one time his wealth

ing of the war to the early ‘70s no social 
gathering was complete unless Colonel Han- 
cock was present.

Who reached their greatest progeperity

W. F. Pierronnet. 


W. F. Pierronnet was always a “‘bull’”’ of 
the most radical sort. His nature was im- 
pulsive and his views optimistic in the ex- 
treme. If corn sold at $1 per bushel he 
would predict a much higher figure. He 
fought a losing game so many times that it 
ultimately told on his nervous system. Ar- 
tificial stimulants only Increased the dfsor- 
der and heightened the naturally rosy color 
with which he viewed his business surround- 
ings on ’change. In one of his moments of 
high tension he blew out his brains in a 
Clark street hotel near the Board of Trade 


Building. 
Fred F. Gilbert. 


Fred F. Gilbert, who was at one time 
head of the firm of Higgins & Gilbert, was 
quiet, unobtrusive, gentlemanly, and well 
liked in the provision trade, where he was 
almost exclusively known. Despite his un- 
obtrusiveness he had a penchant for spéc- 
ulation which finally proved expensive. His 
largest losses were made after the with- 
drawal of the junior partner from member- 
ship in the firm. Ill-health attended his 
financial reverses, and he died poor Jan. 20, 


Cyrus Cole. 


Cyrus Cole, or ‘“‘Cy” Cole as everybody 
in the wheat pit called him, was a wheat 
‘“scalper” pure and simple. He did no 
commission business and no brokerage, but 
always sought to scalp out money from the 
daily fluctuations, never staying long or 
‘short’ over night. Cole was a big, hand- 
some fellow with a bald head and was quite 
a striking figure in the wheat pit. Though 
he was successful for a great many years 
and was at one time worth over $200,000, he 
left a small estate. 


H. G. Gaylord. 


H. G. Gaylord, whose death occurred Sept. 
6, 1887, was not only a commission merchant 
doing a large and gilt-edged business but he 
also occasionally indulged in some high roll- 
ing on his qwn account. He had the cream of 
the Bloom commission trade at the time 
when Leopold Bloom and his father were 
both pyrotechnic plungers in the speculative 
grain trade. Mr. Gaylord’s fortune was 
swept away in one of the speculative mael- 
stroms in which he occasionally embarked 
for an exciting whirl. 


P. P. Oldershaw. 


Another of the countless speculators who 
reached adversity after having once tasted 
the intoxication of a reasonable degree of 
success was P. P. Oldershaw, who, in the 
old Board of Trade, built up an immense 
commission business, mainly in provisions. 
His firm was in business before the fire. 
Many wealthy men were numbered among 
his clientele, and the commissions which 
they paid him gave him a princely income. 
Nevertheless, he died without a dollar May

the clash of interests Love proved that he 
was fighting in the better cause. Tall, 
straight, and slender, a rich but modest 
dresser, always neat, gentlemanly, and self- 
possessed, Love looked the well-bred South- 
erner that he was. He was daring though 
cool headed at all times, but in the long 
and wearing strain incident to the life of 
every speculator he was finally worsted. 
He died poor on Christmas day, 1886. 


E. K. Bruce. 


During the '50s and ’60s E. K. Bruce wasa 
prominent figure on the Board of Trade 
and in 1868 served as First Vice President. 
He was a tremendous speculator in grain 
and shipped enormous quantities of it to 
Jesse Hoyt of New York. Nearly all of 
the cash wheat left over after the collapse 
of the Jim Keene deal was thus forwarded 
by Bruce. Many amusing stories of the 
financial expedients resorted to by Bruce 
with which to continue his operations are 
still related by his old time fellow-members. 
Many of them still carry, in one shape or 
another, costly memoirs of the desperate 
efforts which he made to keep his financial 
bark afloat. He was optimistic to a 
degree, and this characteristic often led

meng He left little when he died April 6, 


George W. Phillips. 


One of the characters of the provision pit 
who passed away Oct. 16, 1896, was George 
W. Phillips, or Captain Phillips as he was 
known to everybody. With his full white 
beard, his kindly blue eyes, his stnooth skin, 
and quiet demeanor, Captain Phillips looked 
the gentle, kind hearted individual that his 
fellow-members had found him after a busi- 
ness intercourse extending over a_ great 
many years. He was slow of speech, ac- 
commodating almost to a fault, and was 
universally popular. Of late years Mr. Phil- 
lips took his station in one of the chairs 
near the edge of the provision pit. and from 
there transacted the business of the day 
At one time he was counted worth in the 
vicinity of $300,000, but an unfortunate

Howard Priestly. 


Howard Priestly was a courtly South- 
erner, a iarge, fine looking man, and the soul 
of honor in all business transactions. For 
over twenty years, from the early '60s to the 
early ‘80s, he enjoyed an enormous com- 
mission business on the Chicago Board of 
Trade at a time when high commissions 
were paid, and the business was immensely 
profitable. He drove the finest horses in 
the city, ved like a lord, and for many 
years scarcely ever indulged in speculation 
on his own account. He amassed a fortune 
and went to New York City to spend it. 
The gay life he led finally landed him in the 
insane asylum with softening of the brain. 
He died before his fortune had been en- 
tirely dissipated, and a single surviving 
relative in Baltimore was ieft comfortably 
fixed. 


J. W. Preston. 


One of the leading firms in the commission 
trade on ‘Change for over twenty years 
was Preston & McHenry, of which J. W. 
Preston was the active senior partner. 
Previous to the formation of this concern 
the firm style was Spruance & Preston, with 
Harmon Spruance as the senior. Many 
of the largest grain and provision deals of 
the old time were handled largely through 
Preston's firm, and his income was enor- 
mous. He was a lively speculator on his 
own account, his partner was equally active, 
and the concern collapsed in ‘81. In May, 
1886, he died on the South Side. There was 
little if any fortune left to show for the 
active life which he led. 


‘Daniel Butters. 

*“ Uncle Daniel" Butters, as he was known 
to everybody on "Change for nearly twenty 
preserved the spirits of his boyhood 

to the day of his death. His genial counte- 
nance could always be found among the 
groups of vores men who went in for the en- 
joyment of the good things of life. His long 
experience in the grain trade was of great 
value to all with whom he was associated. 
Before coming to Chicago he was engaged 
in the grain trade at Montreal, but came here 
when it had become certain that this wasto 
be the greatest speculative center on earth 
for the products with which he was most 
familiar. Though never really wealthy, he 
was also never reduced to the necessity to 
which so many unsuccessful traders are 
forced to resort—that of calling on their 
friends for a temporary “stake.” A few 
years before he died he was admitted to the 


| 


firm of F. G. Logan & Co., which at that 
time enjoyed the largest commission trade 
on the board, and he was still a member of 
this firm at the time of his death, Aug. 12, 
1896. His picture still smiles down from its 
position on the south wall of Logan & Co.’s 
office, where it can be seen by all of the old 
fellow members as they come off ‘Change 
each day. The estate he left was extremely 
modest. 

Milton C. Lightner engineered some deals 
which rank among the big achievements of 
speculators. His standing and his reputa- 
tion placed him in the list of Vice Pres- 
idents of the Board of Trade. His large 
business, however, availed him Httle in the 
end. 

Scott Linn, brother of W. R. Linn, lived 
to be a popular scalper on the board. His 
operations were largely in wheat and were 
spasmodically tremendous. But the end 
was in harmony with the custom long ago 
established—the speculator died and left 
little property to bespeak his success. 


George D. Baldwin. 


Fifty thousend dollars is not a large sum, 
in the eyes of a speculator who has seen, 
the time when his money and his credit 
were almost beyond limit. Yet that is all 


there was left when George D. Baldwin, : 


his work and passed away. Every tra 
knew George D. Baldwin. Philip D. Ar- 
mour knew him as afriend. The Baldwin of 
Baldwin, Gurney & Co. is a son of the once 
famous man on ‘Change. After a rapid 
career of successful operation the packer- 
speculator suffered losses which he was 
unable to recover before the time came 


. for him to die. 


J. Herbert Orr had the enviable distinc- 
tion of being the most popular among his 
contemporaries. is even disposition and 
his ready wit, coupled with a brilliant mind 
capable of accomplishing great deeds, made 
him welcome at any and all times where 
men under tension wanted some excuse for 
relaxation. There was sympathy and re- 
gret when he began to silide rapidly down 


the slope to adversity, but all the sym- ° 


pathy and good words could not save him 
from dying a poor man. 

One of the general traders who died in 
1887 was R. P. Murphy. Year after year he 
found the speculative path tolerably easy. 
and he succeeded in piling up a comfortable. 
fortune. When he died the extent of his 
estate was not sufficient to place his name 
among the rich of the West. 


Joseph Jones. 


Among the big cash traders of the old 
Foxe must always be mentioned the name of 


oseph Jones, a provision dealer of note. 

he operations which he directed for a great 
many years were extensive. He was one of 
the many with whom a fear of a disastrous 
end never found any sympathy. Neverthe- 
less he fell a victim to adversity, and de- 
parted life with little money left to do him 
honor. 

B. Randall was another of the old-timers 
who served his time as a trader and then 
slipped down and out. His main activities 
were in the field of corn and oats, and his 
business was considerable. The estate he 
left was so insignificant as to permit him to 
pass away a poor man. .* 

Oswin Mayo, after a brilliant and lively 
career as a daring speculator, approached 
his death with a credit balance on the 
ledger of barely $100,000. Five years and 
even less before he would have sneered at 
the amount as of no importance—itnseuf- 
ficient to enable a man to hold his head on @ 
level with associate traders. : 


Cc. F. Dwight. 


Under the firm name of Dwight & Linn 
Charles F. Dwight came to be recogrized as 
a conspicuous and successful speculator. 
He coupled daring and nerve with charming 
social qualities and was one of the most 
popular of men. His extensive travels in 
this country and abroad gave him material 
for entertaining conversation. His com- 
ranionship was sought by many who were 
glad to have their attention taken for @ 
time from the wearing activities of the day. 
The firm was.among the heavy traders on 
the board for a great many years. No one 
ever attempted to estimate with any degree 
of accuracy the extent of its business and 
no one ever really knew how much it.was 
worth during its palmy days. But Dwight, 
like the rest, had his day and outlived it. 
He died in 1803, leaving a small estate, 


J. F. Gillette. 

James F. Gillette was one of the o4 mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade, and remained 
long enough to make his influence and 
pluck fet among the younger generation 
of traders. During his long and active 
career he did an enormous business. 
Toward the close of his life fate ~—— to 
deal unkindly with him, and for 
years he struggled hard to get the upper 
hand again. en he died, in 1804, it was 
found that there was left of his estate and 
funds only $150,000. : 


Edwin Pardridge. . 
“Ed” Pardridge abandoned life and busi+ 
ness in 1896, leaving an estate worth some- 
thing like $2,000,000. This amount, however, 
was saved in spite of his on. 
the board and not because of them. It was 
almost entirely in real estate holdings and 
included little cash. Indeed, the man whose 
name had been associated with some of the 
most gigantic deals in speculative history 
would have died poor if the profits saved 
from “ change” stood alone to his credit. 


Charles Schwartz. 

So marked was the conservatism and re-~ 
serve of Charlies Schwartz that his fellow- 
speculators Gubbed him the “Ice King." It 
mattered not with his success by what name 
he was known. The annual profits from the 
immense business carried on by the Grm, of

George W. Champlin. 

The name of George W. Champlin must 
be placed alongside that of Partridge. He 
died in 1894 a rich man and left a large estate 
as a monument to his successful career. 
But it would not be proper to place opposite 
the credit on the balande sheet of his iast 
accounts the words ‘‘ Profits from the Board 
of Trade.”” .The money which he left was 
made and kept in railroad stocks and was 
an entirely arate fortune from the one 
he won and fost in trading in grain. — 


er an Exception. 


_ John T. Lester was the first man to estab- 
lish private wire connection between New 
York and Chicago. The advantages which 
he thus secured over his competitors in busi- 
ness were so great that all who attempted 
to do a stock commission business on the 
New York Stock Exchange were forced to 
follow his example. He was a man of a 
nervous, high strung temperament, and was 
a most intéresting and entertaining person- 
ality. His quick wit and his high apprecia- 
tion of the ludicrous made his office the 
headquarters of as choice a lot of spirits as 
ever congregated in the vicinity of the 
Board of Trade. He was a natural enter- 
tainer without any apparent effort on his 
part, or in fact any clear idea that he pos- 
gessed this unusual power. As was nat- 
wrally to be expected of one with his great 
talents he left a fortune to his descendants. 
He is an exception to the rule so well estab- 
lished. 


“ Legitimate ” Traders. 


There is another chapter in the history 
of the Chicago Board of Trade. There have 
always been a coterie of contemporary 
traders who may be listed as the “ not act- 
ive.”’ That is to say, men who have played 
a part in the speculative drama, but who 
could never be called daring speculators. 


No such term as “‘ wheat king," plunger,”’ 


or “cornerer’’ was ever thought to apply 
to any one of the class. And yet these are 


. the only men, with here and there a notable 


exception, it is true, who have held their 
giant fortunes intact until they were ready 
to hand them down to heirs and legatees. 
At their death it has been found that the 
big holdings of such men have not been 
along the line of wheat or corn or oats or 
cash, but almost invariably in what Mr. 
Leiter« cals commercial business, legiti- 
mate buying and selling. The small list here 
given will serve to illustrate and bear out

must inevitably ‘“‘ go broke,’’ in the gener- 
ally accepted meaning of the term among 
men of his class. ;

XHIBLITIONS open in Chicago this 
week are as follows: 
Art Institute—Exhibit of students’ 
work. 
Anderson Art Gallery—Paintings 
by Louis Paul Dessar. 


The closing exhibition of the season at 
the Art Institute is one of the work of the 
pupils of the various departments of the 
school. There is evidence of excellent sys- 
tematic training in the work of the pupils 
of the designing and architectural classes. 
It is perhaps in the designing class that the 
best evidence of a thorough training is 
shown. The work of the classes in still life 
painting in oil is also particularly commend- 
able. There are a few well painted heads, 
but the nude figures in oil are generally 
weak. The study of the hude in color is con- 
sidered the highest branch of study in paint- 
ing. and the pupils in this branch are the 
most advanced. Much of the work seems to 
indicate that the pupils in their desire to 
paint have neglected to pay sufficient atten- 
tion to the drawing of their figures. It is 
said, however, that some of the best exam- 
ples of the work of the season have been 
sent te form a part of an exhibit made by the 
school at the Transmississippi Exposition in 
Omaha. 

In the department of modeling is some cx- 
cellent. work by pupils who have already 


' shown their work in regular exhibitions. 


The work of the night class in modeling 
shows the result of serious study in the right 
direction. 

For the first time in the history of the in- 
stitute several examples of sculpture in mar- 


Art commission, whose business will be to 
pass judgment upon all works of art.to be 
acquired by the city, as well as to deter- 
mine the suitability of any designs sub- 
mitted for public works for the city’s adorn- 
ment.

Chicago is in need of a similar commission. 
An old adage may be applied conversely. 
In time of war prepare for peace. Chicago 
will doubtless feel impelled to honor some 
of the heroes of the present conflict by erect- 
ing their statues, and it would be well that 
art and not size should be the standard by 
which these tributes should be measured. 

With a return of peace and prosperity, the 
need and fitness of decorating such public 
buildings as the City Hall, the courts, and 
the new Postoffice with mural paintings may 
be appreciated, and the advice and counsel 
of a commission would be valuable in such 
matters.

An evening newspaper printed a short edi- 
torial one day last week protesting that 
the artiste of Chicago in refusing to give 
their time, thought, and materials for the 
decoration of the public school rooms were 
losing sight of a valuable opportunity to 
bring art into greater favor and apprecia- 
tion by creating a generation of art lovers. 
Artists are well aware that examples of art 
in the public schools may help to create a 
taste which might benefit them or their fol- 
lowers when the present pupils have grown 
to maturity, but they are equally well aware 
that there is no reason why they should 
bear the burden of an expense which should 
be borne by the city. If it is desirable that 
some notions of art be given to pupils of 
the schools it is undignified for the school 
board to accept charity from the members 
of a profession so poorly paid for their pro- 
ductions as artists. When chemistry is . 
taught, not only are able professors fur- 
nished and paid for their services, but ma- 
terials to be used in making experiments 
are purchased. Knowledge of art is as use- 
ful in most walks of business or social life 
as a knowledge of chemistry. 

The request of the artists to gratuitously 
decorate school rooms is but another ex- 
ample of the spirit which leads people to 
say to an artist: ‘‘ Give me one of your 
sketches and I will frame it and hang it in 
my parlor.”” How would an artist be re- 
ceived if he should go to a dry goods store 
and ask for a few yards of linen and offer 
ag an_inducement that he would have it 
made into shirts and wear them? 

It is even a debatable question whether 
the school room is the proper place to be- 
gin to educate the public in art. It is 
notorious that the influence of the schoo] is 
not strong enough to counteract that of the 
home. The pupils best versed in the rules 
of grammar often murder the. English 
language because they hear it spoken in- 
correctly at home. Art properly applied in 
the schoolroom will unquestionably do 
good, but would it not be well to first in- 
spire a love and appreciation of art in the 
parents by bringing it to their notice in 
public places which they may have frequent 
occasion to visit, such as the City Hall, 
courts, postoffice, libraries, churches, and 
places of amusement? 

Children generally derive tastes and in- 
stincts from their parents more than from 
their schoo] teachers. 


It has frequently been remarked that most 
of the laboring people of France have a 
finer appreciation of art and speak more in- 
telligently of it than all but a few of the 
people of higher walks in life in this coun- 
try. Yet the public schoolrooms in France 
contain no decoration beyond a plaster 
bust of the republic and perhaps a few tri- 
color flags. On the other hand, the Hotel 
de Ville, the “ mairies "’ of the twenty-four 
arrondissements, or wards of the city, the 
churches, and principal theaters, the parks 
and squares, and bridges of the city, show 
everywhere the highest expressions of 
artistic genius. 


A beginning has been made in New York 
to bring about similar conditions, there 
chiefly through the influence of certain so- 
cieties of artists. It was due to one of these 
that the Oyer and Terminer courtroom was 
decorated with mural paintings by Edward 
Simmons. Several New York hotels have 
decorations in them which are the work of 
some of the foremost Americati painters. 
An Art commission has been given power to 
prevent the erection of unworthy statuary, 
and has also been instrumental in encourag- 
ing the erection of some monuments of a 
high order of artistic

HISTORY OF THE RACE.

Still Greatest Sporting Event in the 
World. 


| 


DESCRIPTION OF THE COURSE. 


NE of the principal topics of conversa- 
tin during the coming week will he 
the American Derby to be run at 
Washington Park next Saturday. 

on after its institution this race 
bade fatr eventually to become the most 
valuable and interesting sporting event on 
the Western continent, and in time even to 
rival in} world-wide renown the historical 
English face, from which it takes its name. 
The hisgbry of the latter is well known to 
most fothowers.of racing, but to many nov- 
ices, whe will hear the “ Derby " frequently 
mentioned during the next few days, a short 
account Df the origin of the name and the 
circumstances that have made it famous 
the world over may prove interesting. 
During the eighteenth century, when rail- 
roads wére unknown, and the poor cuondi- 
tion of me King’s highways rendered trav- 


eling f pleasure, except for short dis- 
tances, ftksome, the little town of Epsom, 
which lifts just fourteen miles from London, 
on the edge of the Surrey Hills, was a favor- 
ite resoft of the aristocracy and the rich 
city burgesses. Its mineral springs and baths 
were theh supposed to have great medicinal 
qualities’ while the extensive downs south- 
east of the town afforded a splendid location 
for hors@ racing, then, as now, the favor- 
ite spork of the Anglo-Saxon race. Like 
most of ‘his descendants, the Ear! of Derby, 
who held that title at the end of the seven- 
teenth cintury, was an ardent follower of 
this sport 


| 4 First Derby Race. 

At his: suggestion in 1778 a number of 
prominefit racing men agreed each to enter 
a yearli in a sweepstakes to be run over 
the Ep course two years later—the udis- 
tance tobe a mile and a half and the condi- 
tlons £34 each, half forfeit, to carry 122 
pounds, For the initial race there were only 
thirty-sit entries. Of theee but nine came to 
the post.+So Charles Bunbury’s Diomed, who 
proved the best of the lot, earned his owner 
only a tr#fie over $5,000 by his victory. 

For th@ first ten years the number of en- 
tries diminished rather than increased. Then 
a change for the better came, though it was 
not till the fifty-first renewal of the stake 
that thes nominations exceeded a hundred, 
From that time on its increase in popularity 
way rapii. In 1848 the 200 mark was passed, 
and the £ntries steadily increased until the 
zenith wis reached in 1879, when 278 young- 
sters wete nominated, twenty-three of whom 
came to the post. This was by no means the 
largest field the race ever attracted, how- 
ever, a$:there were thirty-three runners 
when Téddington won in 1851, while Car- 
actacus in 1862 beat thirty-three others. 
Since 1879 the number of entries has steadily 
declined~not because the popularity of the 
race is @n the wane, but because so many 
other rich prizes are now offered which may 
be entered for when the merits of the ani- 
mals can be more clearly ascertained, and 
which, owing to their being run over easier 
courses} do. not entail the same amount of 
strain on a horse to win them as does the 
Derby. 

It is this difficulty of the task, however, 
rather than the value of the stake, that 
makes every breeder anxious to produce a 
winner @f the blue ribbon, and every owner 
desirous of seeing his colors in the van for it. 
Ong reagon that makes the task a difficult 
one is that it has to be essayed either the last 


becomes level again. Often has the last few 
yards of this hill choked off a guod horse 
after ten thousand throats have hailed Lim 
as the victor. 

After passing the post the horses continue 
on some 300 yards, and eventually pull up in 
the paddock, a ten-acre inclosure covered 
like the course with short turf. 

This paddeck is surrounded on three sides 
by a high board fence, the boundary on the 
fourth being the wall of “‘ The Durdans/’— 
Lord Rosebery's suburban seat. Admittunce 
to it on important race days costs §2,50. and 
almost anybody of any standing in the racing 
world visits it to see the competitors put 
through their toilets. There are only a few 
rough sheds in it besides the inevitable bar 
and lunchrocm, so most of the horses are 
saddled in the open. 

Admittance to the stand costs $5; to the 
inner betting ring $2.50 more. A return 
ticket from town spoils $2, so it costs a little 
more to see the English Derby than the 
American, for, though the downs themselves 


them seldom see more than a mere glimpse 
of some passing contestant. There are no 
stalls provided by the track management, 
so horses desiring accommodation must get 
it in the town a mile and a half away, cr in 
some nearby training stable. The invariable 
charge during Derby week is $5 a day per 
stall. 

The foregoing description of the course 
will prove, even to a tyro at racing, that it 


shaped in every particular to compass it suc- 


his year. To climb the ascents he requires 
great propelling power and perfect hocks, to 
descend them his shoulders must be truly 
formed and his foreiegs sound. The level 
stretches test his speed, the,sharp turn at 
Tattenham Corner his tractability—the dis- 
tance, the weight, and the finish against the 
collar his stamina, wind, and courage. In 
consequence every breeder, no matter what 
his nationality, is anxious to place a Derby 
winner at the head of his stud, and in but 
a few instances is the confidence in tiem 
misplaced, 


Betting on the Derby. 


In former days the betting on the Derby 
assumed enormous proportions. It com- 
menced as soon as the entries were made, 
when both amateurs and professionals 
opened yearling books on it, the usual odds 
in them being 1,000 to 10 that no one selected 
the winner. After the horses had shown 
their racing capabilities as 2-year-olds the 
speculation increased in volume, and during 
the winter previous to the race books on it 
were open in every townin England. Now- 
adays there is little betting on it till the Two 
Thousand, run a month previously, is decid- 
ed—not because betting has gone out of 
fashion, but because there are now 80 many 
other races of almost equal importance. 
Still as Derby day approaches the chances 
of the possible starters are eagerly can- 
vassed, and almost everybody, including 
even the parsons, feels it incumbent to have 
a little bet on his particular favorite. 


Won by Daring Fraud. 


There have been many sensational Derbys. 
In 1844 the race was won by a ringer—the 
4-year-old Maccabeus being substituted at 
the last moment for the 3-year-old Running 
Rein. The fraud was not discovered for 
some time after the race. When suspicion 
was aroused and a search made for the win- 
ner it was found he had been destroyed and 
buried. Had the conspirators cremated him 
nothing could have been proved against 
them, but when the horse was exhumed an 
examination of his jaws clearly proved he 
was a 4-year-old. So they were forced ina 
court of law to disgorge the stakes, which 
were awarded to Colonel Peel's Orlando, who 
finished second. 

The Derby has frequently had political 
significance; notably so in 1865, when the 
Emperor of the French, by winning it with 
Gladiateur, revived his waning popularity 
with the fickle Parisians. 

An atmosphere of romance surrounded the 
race of 1867, which Mr. Chaplin won with 
Hermit. Shortly before the race the Marquis 
of Hastings, the heaviest plunger the turf 
ever knew, had eloped with Lady Florence 
Paget, Mr. Chaplin's affianced bride. In 
this Derby the Marquis and his racing part- 
ner were represented by Vauban, who had 
won the Two Thousand Guineas and was a 
hot favorite, heavily supported by his own- 
ers.

GROWTH HAS BEEN SLOW 


Still Half-Century-Old Poems Ex- 
press the Sentiment.@ 


SEVERAL NOTABLE EXAMPLES. 


HE good feeling between England and 
America is not a matter of as recent 
growth as it might seem to the unre- 
flecting. Though the feeling on the 
other side of the Atlantic seems to be 

even stronger than usual at this time that 
Great Britain is without a friend in Europe, 
and though the United States is waging war 
with a continental power which is rapidly 
falling into the condition of another Turkey, 
and so is certain to make trouble, still there 
is a feeling of good fellowship between the 
two great English speaking nations which 
transcends anything referable to these facts. 
At bottom it is the knowledge that the spirit 
of liberty and the spirit of justice find no at- 
mosphere in wivich they can breathe away 
from the sound of an English speaking voice. 
The world is to be searched in vain for free 
speech or a free press without the confines 
of the British empire or the States of the 
American union. 

Though the feeling of war has undoubtedly 
set a great many persons to thinking of the 
possibilities should Europe combine against 
either England or America, and has thus 
hastened the era of good international feel- 
ing, it is posvible to find an expression of 
British good will in the poets of the three 
kingdoms, going back a considerable number 
of years. It has been pointed out that poets 
possess the gift of prophecy—that they are 
able to tell of events to come. So far as this 
means that the poet is influenced by and de- 
rives his inspiration from his environment, 
and that in all human environs “ coming 
events cast their shadows before,’’ especial- 
ly when there is a ready and sensitive eye to 
note the approach of the shade, this is per- 
fectly true. So it is possible to prove that 
this existing amity is a thing of slow 
growth, 


Tennyson’s Noble Lyric. 


The most famous and the noblest of all 
these poems.is one of the oldest of them all, 
the ‘‘ Hands All Round’ of Tennyson. 
Written in 1852, and said then by Walter 
Savage Lander to be “‘incomparably the 
best (convivial) lyric in the language,” its 
influence has never ceased to exert itself in 
the interests of peace between the two great 
nations. Its last two stanzas, those perti- 
nent here, are as follows: 

Gigantic daughter of the West, 

We drink to thee across the flood, 
We know thee most, we love thee best, 

For art thou:-not of British blood? 
Should war's mad blast again be blown, 

Permit not thou the tyrant powers 
To fight thy mother here alone, 

But let thy broadsides roar with ours. 

Hands all round! 

God the tyrant's cause confound!

Description of the Course. 


Of cojirse, like every English racecourse, 
it fs on turf—turf, too, smooth as a billiard 
table and fairly elastic, though the grass on 
it, being kept continually fed down by sheep, 
is selddm over an inch in length. But be- 
tween this turf and the hard chalk of which 
the downs are composed there is only a thin 
coating,;some three inches in depth, of grav- 
elly sof; so, no matter how much It rains, 
the coufse is always hard, while the early 
summer weather generally experienced dur- 
ing the Derby week frequently makes it 
like adamant. 

In shape the course is a horseshoe, each 
arm of.which is three-quarters of a mile 
long, with the Derby winning post placed a 
quarter;of a mile from the extreme end of 
the stand side of it. The first quarter of a 
mile after the starting post Is left is level. 
Then a‘slight ascent commences, which be- 
comes) Steeper when the first half mile ha 

been traversed. The crest of the down is 
reached just before the horses strike the 
first tun, when a gradual descent com- 
mences.. This bend is a gradual one, but 
Tatteniam Corner, as the turn into the 
straight is called, is just the opposite, for it 
is almost rectangular, so it requires careful 
and ekfliful jockeyship to get a horse around 
it without losing a Jot of ground. To add to 
the difficulties at this point, the descent just 
as the corner is reached and for a hundred 
yards beyond it is so steep that it would re- 
quire a‘bold rider to come down it at racing 
speed, ¢ven if he had not to negotiate an 
awkward turn while doing so. It was Arch- 
er’s coffsummate ability to handle his mount 
judiciously at this critical point that made 
him alWays dangerous at Epsom, and it was 
his skill, coupled with his mount’s inherited 
capacity to skin the rail, that enabled Iro- 
quois to take the Derby so easily, for Archer 
and the brown never lost a foot of ground 
wher. rounding the turn, while the rest of the 
field rah wide. 


Other Difficulties Remaining.

The 
Marquis bet heavily against him—rumor 
says to the tune of £100,000—and the result 
of the race commenced his ruin, which the 
Derby the following year completed. On 
that occasion Lord Hastings had entered 
Lady Elizabeth—undoubtedly the best 2- 
year-old that ever ran—and The Earl, who 
had easily beaten Blue Gown early in the 
spring. At the last moment he was forced 
by a money-lender, one Padwick, into whose 
hands he had fallen, to scratch the latter, 
while Lady Elizabeth, who started a red- 
hot favorite, finished last, Blue Gown win- 
ning easily. 

Only once has the Derby been won by a 
dark horse—that is, by a horse who had 
never previously faced the flag. This was 
in 1864, when Blair Athol, the first foal of 
Blink Lonny, one of the only three mares 
that ever took the event, was successful. 
The hottest favorite for the race ever known 
was Macgregor, who, on his first start, had 
won the Two Thousand in a canter. This 
horse belonged to the great Scotch iron- 
master, Mr. rry, and just before the 
start his friend, the late Lord Dudley, called 
the ring together and made them a propo- 
sition to lay them £15,000 against £8,000 that 
the horse won. His offer was promptly ac- 
cepted, and as Macgregor, who broke down 
in the race, finished last, his Lordship had 
to part with a whole month’s income on 
settling day. The Derby, of 1894 again af- 
fected politics, for by winning it with Ladas 
the Liberal Premier, Lérd Rosebery, was 
enabled to retain office gix months longer 
than he could. otherwise have done. Curious- 
ly enough, he won it again the following 
year. In 1896 the victory of the Prince of 
Wales with Persimmon caused a scene of 
enthusiasm on Epsom Downs which had 
never previously been equaled, but it was 
surpassed the following year when Galtee 
More, the first Irish horse to win the race 
was successful.

Ex-Attache Cites Precedents 


for Spain’s Indemnity. 
FRANCE AND. GERMANY. 


Japan’s Claims on China Were 
Modified by Russia. 


SOME USEFUL STATISTICS. 


IDDEN away in the most secret re- 
cesses of that ominous-looking 
building at Berlin which is known as 
the Headquarter Staff department 
of the German army, there are elab- 
orate reports drawn up concerning not only 
the military and naval resources of each one 
of the civilized countries of the world but 
likewise on the subject of their financial re- 
sources, with a special view to the rating 
of the amount of the indemnity which they 
should be called upon to pay in the event of 
an unsuccessful war on their part with Ger- 
many. 

The United States, Great Britain, Russia, 
and Snain are all carefully discussed with 
regard to this matter, and not only are the 
reasons set forth at length but even the 
financial capabilities of each important city 
and town are set down to serve as a guide 
in the case of war requisitions being made 
upon them by victorious German com- 
manders. 

It would be of great advantage were the 
United States authorities to be accorded a 
glimpse of that one of these reports which 
concerns Spain. For considerable differ- 
ence of opinion seems to prevail in this coun- 
try as to the amount of indemnity in money 
and in land that should be exacted by Amer- 
ica from the unfortunate Hidalgos. A brief 
sketch, therefore, of the war indemnities 
that have been exacted by the victors of in- 
ternational conflicts in recent times may 
not only prove of timely interest at 
the present juncture,-but can likewise 
serve as some sort of an Indication as tothe 
manner in which these pecuniary damages 


‘from the defeated powers are rated, all the 


more as the exaction of war indemnities may 
be regarded as a practice of relatively mod- 
ern origin, the victors in former times hav- 
ing contented themselves with the surrender 
of territory on the part of the defeated foe. 


What France Paid. - 


Perhaps the most onerous terms ever im- 
posed by a conqueror upon his defeated foe 
were those to which Germany subjected 
France in 1871 at the close of the historic 
conflict that culminated In the capitulation 
of Paris. They consisted in the cession of 
the major portion of Alsace and of Lorraine, 
including the great fortresses of Strasburg 
and of Metz, and the payment of a war in- 
demnity amounting to the colossal sum of 
$1,000,000,000. The entire civilized world 
was startled by the magnitude of this 
amount, and widespread doubts were ex- 
pressed as to whether poor France, crushed 
beyond recovery, would ever be able to pay. 
But these apprehensions proved to be un- 
founded, and the billion of dollars was paid 
with such rapidity and with so little appar- 
ent effort that Prince Bismarck and the 
German authorities, past and present, have 
never ceased to lament’ that they 
did not stand out for double the sum. This 
indemnity is worthy of special notice, for 
the reason that it greatly exceeded the act- 
ual expense to which Germany was put by 
this war, and was therefore punitive dam- 
age, to some extent, such as President Kru- 
ger demanded from England for the Jame- 
son raid. 

In the war of 1870-’71 the time was twenty- 
eight weeks from the entrance of the Ger- 
man troops into French territory to the sur- 
render of Belfort. The German troops en- 
gaged may be taken for practical purposes 
as an even million, the official figures of the 
actual forces being 781,000 at the commence- 
ment of the war and 937,000 at its close. 
The German losses are placed at 128,000, 
the killed alone numbering 29,000. Ger- 
many therefore received in cash $35 a week 
for each man’s services, or $8,000 for each 
man lost—on the whole, pretty good pay. 

Daring the war of 1866 Prussia took from 


j 

Austria and from her allies a war indemnity 
Of $41,750,000, besides $3,750,000 requisi- 
tion during the campaign. This war lasted 
only a month. Prussia had 437,000 men in 
the field and lost 11,000. The indemnity, 
therefore, gave her $25 a week for each 
man's services, or $4,250 for each man lost. 
Besides this, Prussia annexed the Kingdom 
of Hanover, the Duchy of Nassau, and the 
Electorate: of Hesse-Cassel, in addition to 
Austria's share of the Duchies of Schleswig- 
Holstein. 


Japan and China. 


It is due to the intervention of Rus- 
Sia that Japan was prevented from exact- 
ing an indemnity of analogous proportions 
at the close of her victorious war with 
China. She was compelled to content her- 
seif with a mere bagatelle of $185, 000,000, 
receiving in addition thereto the Island of 
Formosa and the Pescadores. The war 
lasted about nine months, and 80,000 troops 
were engaged on Japan's side. The indem- 
nity paid, therefore, was equivalent to $60 a 
week for each soldier of the Mikado. 

The Turko-Russian war of 1877 came to a 
close with the treaty of San Stefano, the 
terms of which were revised by the Con- 

gress of Berlin. They comprised, among 
other things, the surrender of the Porte’s 
protectorate over Roumania and Servia, the 
abandonment to Austria of Herzegovina and 
of Bosnia, the grant of independence to 
Bulgaria, and of autonomy to Roumania. 

Finally the Sublime Porte was forced to 
pay a war indemnity to Russia, amounting 
to a sum of $160,000,000. Russia had at first 
demanded a much larger indemnity than 
that, however, for costs of the war. She 
had demanded $450,000,000, and for losses 
to Russian subjects and to Russian com- 
merce, $251,000,000, a total of $701,000,000. 

The indemnity finally awarded to her 
amounted to $6.25 a week for each soldier 
engaged in the war. I may add that about 
half of this indemnity is still owing by Tur- 
key to Russia. 

Great Britain has received two indemnities 
of considerable amount from China. The 
first, in 1840, was of $25,000,000, but part of 
it went to compensate British merchants 
for opium destroyed by the Chinese govern- 
ment, and the portion specifically claimed 
On account of the expenses of the expedt- 
tion just equaled the vote of credit. The 
second indemnity of 1860 was about $10,000,- 


gcredit for the war. 
Fenian Raid Indemnity. 


The settlement of Canada’s claim for in- 
demnity for the Fenian raid from this coun- 
try is noteworthy. By the first raid Canada 
lost six men killed and thirty-one wounded. 
She had to call 20,000 volunteers to arms. 
She also had to guard the frontier with 
17,000 regulars and volunteers. Her farm- 
ers lost heavily, as the raid occurred at a 
busy time of the year, and she had to pay 
away a lot of money in pensions ang gratui- 
ties. et the United States did not pay a 
cent compensation. 

The English government was so anxious 
even at that time to maintain friendly re- 
lations with the United States that it would 
not permit Canada to present any claim at 
Washington on the matter. Finally the mat- 
ter was arranged by the English govern- 
ment guaranteeing a Canadian loan of 
$18,000,000 on the understanding that Canada 
abandon all claim on account of the 
Fenian raid. 


Military Occupation Usuak 


In every instance where an indemnity has 
beer. exacted, save in the case of the Turko- 
Russian war of 1877,,a portion of the van- 
quished power’s territory has remained in 
military occupation by the victor at the ex- 
pense of the defeated nation until the money 
has been paid. No indemnity beyond the 
cession of territory was exacted from Den- 
mark at the close of the war of 1864, and the 
Same thing may be said of Austria at the 
time of her crushing by France and Italy 
in 1859. The Sultan was forced by the 
powers to reduce his claims of $50,000,000 
upon bankrupt Greece to $10,000,000 at the 
close of his war last year with King George, 
and there is no doubt that some efforts will 
be made at any rate by the continental gov- 
ernments of the old world to induce the 
United States to take into consideration the 
apparently impoverished condition of Spain 
wher the moment comes for demanding an 
indemnity of war. The American authori- 
ties, however, will do well to bear in mind 
that, while the Spanish treasury itself is to 
all intents and purposes insolvent, the peo- 
ple at large are far from poor. Indeed, 
those who know the country best are aware 
that there is almost as’much hoarded wealth 
at the present moment in Spain as there 
“was at the close of the war of 1871 in France.

Her sex was revealed owing toa 
false charge of theft being made against her, 
after she had been performing her military 
duties of the regiment for over six months. 
Before this she had served in a regiment of 
culrassiers for two years, in one regiment 
receiving a wound in the arm, and after- 
wards joining the grenadiers. Being cap- 
tured by the enemy, she managed to escape 
and promptly enlisted in a regiment of vol- 
unteers, and but for the unfortunate charge 
referred to, might have spent her life in 
military pursuits. 

In 1769 a woman made a determined effort 
to enlist in the East India company forces. 
Although she was disguised perfectly as a 
man, her voice and her manner gave her 
away. When the magistrate told her that 
her application was hopeless she burst into 
tears, saying that this was her only chance 
of seeing her husband again, who was then 
serving in India. 

A woman who boasted that she had a 
unique career, died in 1782 at Poplar. For 
the greater part of her life she had served 
as an ordinary seaman on several men-of- 
war, where her true sex was not once sus- 
pected. 

As opposed to these women, who have 
fought in the ranks, there are no less than 
eight women Colonels in the German army 
today, several of whom draw their pay regu- 
larly. They are: The Empress of Germany, 
the Dowager Empress, widow of the late 
Frederick Charles of Prussia, the Queen Re- 
gent Sophia, the Duchess of Edinburg, the 


Duchess of Connaught, and Queen Victoria. 


POSTMASTER AT AGE OF 134. 


Official Report on Robert Taylor, a 
Veteran in the Irish Postal 
Service. 


The government clerks in the Postoffice 
department in Ottawa are much interested 
in a document that passed through the de- 
partment officially a few days ago. The 
document is the property of the imperial 
government, and contains a report which is 
perfectly reliable. The report gives the 
history of a man who is 134 years old, and 
has been in the employ of the English postal 
service for the last seventy-six years. The 
man’s name is Robert Taylor. He was born 
in Scarva, North of Ireland, in the reign of 
George III. He was 51 years old when the 
battle of Waterloo was fought. He was 
5 years old when Napoleon was born, and 
he can clearly remember the revolt of the: 
American colonies against England in 1776. 
The report further says that the old gentle- 
man still possesses al! his faculties and dis- 
charges all the duties of postmaster in his 
native village of Scarva. Mr. Taylor is said 
to have lived the life of a bachelor until he 
had passed the age of 100 years, and in 1872 
he married a lady whom he had known for 
over fifty years.—New York Times. 


HEART IN THE WRONG PLACE. 


Roentgen Sciagraphs Show a Queer 
Abnormality in a Chicago 
Man’s Trunk. 


On this page are X-ray pictures of the 
trunks of two Chicago men, one showing 
the heart on the left side, where it ought 
to be, and the liver on the right side, where 
it ought to be; the other showing the heart 
on the right side, where it ought not to 
be, and the liver on the left side, where it 
dves not belong. 

No. 1 shows the normal position. The 
black perpendicular line is the spine and 
the dark lines radiating from it are the 
ribs. The long black object that slants 
from in front of the spine toward the left 
is the heart. On the dpposite side of the 
spine and lower, the rounded shadow that 
extends to the edge of the picture shows the 
liver. 

No. 2 exhibits the exact transposition 
of these important organs. The heart 
slants from before the spine toward the

Outside of showing visually this caprice of 
nature, the sciagraph demonstrates its 
scientific value for locating misplaced or- 
gans in case of disease, when a pain in the 

wrong place might-puzzle the best of doctors.

Instructions as to Cross Breeding. 


George Eliwanger, in his treatise entitled 
“The Rose,”’ gives instructions for cross- 
breeding as follows: 

“As few readers are likely to be — 
with the mode of manual fecundation I wil 

briefly explain my practice. The work is 
much the easiest to manage under glass, for 
the reason that insects are not there to be 
troublesome, and we do not have wind and 
rain to contend with. Whenever possible 
choose a clear day, and operate in the morn- 
ing, so that the flowers can be exposed to 
the sun immediately after they have been 
fertilized. The flower selected for a female 
parent should have the stamens carefully 


_ removed by means of a fine pair of embroid- 


ery scissors a few hours before the poilen 
‘is ripe. Should the pollen be quite ripe, some 
of it is likely. to have fallen on the pistils, 
and a perfect cross. could not then be as- 
sured. If, on the other hand, it be not nearly 
matured, the pistils are not in proper con- 
dition to be fertilized. In such a variety as 
General Jacqueminot the stamens should 
be removed three or four hours before the 
flower would expand. The petals are then 
to be gently pulled off and the stamens 
cut away, The pollen is then applied to the 


. pistils by carrying to them the flower 


the fertilizing sort, and gently rubbing 
them- with the stamens, holding the pollen 
sO that the pistils are well covered.’ If 
preferred a fine camel’s hair brush may be 
ged for the purpose of applying the pol- 
lex.
